up into everlasting life. The 
woman saith unto him: Sir, 
give me this water, that I thirst 
not, neither come hither to 
draw. Jesus saith unto her: 
Go, call thy husband, and come 
hither. The woman answered 
and said: I have no husband. 
Jesus said unto her : Thou hast 
well said, I have no husband : 
for thou hast had five hus- 
bands, and he whom thou now 
hast is not thy husband: in 
that saidst thou truly. The 
woman saith unto him: Sir, I 
perceive that thou art a Pro- 
phet. Our fathers worshipped 
in this mountain; and ye say, 
that in Jerusalem is the place 
where men ought to worship. 
Jesus saith unto her: Woman, 
believe me, the hour cometh, 
when ye shall neither in this 
mountain, nor yet at Jerusalem, 
worship the Father. Ye wor- 
ship ye know not what: we 
know what we worship: for 
salvation is of the Jews. But

The Lesson from the Prophet 

Daniel (#7. 1.) 
PW those days: There dwelt 

a man in Babylon, called 
Joacim: and he took a wife, 
whose name was Susanna, the 
daughter of Chelcias, a very 
fair woman, and one that 
feared the Lord: her parents 
also were tighteous, and taught 
their daughter according to 
the law of Moses. Now 
Joacim was a great rich man, 
and had a fair garden joining 
unto his house: and to him 
resorted the Jews, because he 
was more honourable than_all 
others. The same year were 
appointed two of the ancients 
of the people to be judges: 
such as the Lotd spake of: 
That wickedness came from 
Babylon from ancient judges, 
who seemed to govern the 
people. These kept much at 
Joacim’s house, and all that 
had any suits in law came unto 
them. Now when the people 
departed away at noon, 
Susanna went into her hus- 
band’s garden to walk. And 
the two elders saw her going 
in every day, and walking: 
so that their lust was inflamed 
toward her. And they petr- 
verted their own mind, and 
turned away their eyes, that 
they might not look unto 
heaven, nor remember just

judgments. And it fell out, 
as they watched a fit time, she 
went in as before with two 
maids only, and she was 
desitous to wash herself in 
the garden: for it was hot, 
and there was no body there 
save the two elders, that had 
hid themselves, and watched 
her. Then she said to her 
maids: Bring me oil and 
washing balls, and shut the 
garden doors, that I may wash 
me. Now when the maids 
were gone forth, the two elders 
rose up, and ran unto her, 
saying: Behold, the garden 
doors ate shut, that no man 
can see us, and we are in love 
with thee: therefore consent 
unto us, and lie with us. If 
thou wilt not, we will bear 
witness against thee, that a 
young man was with thee, and 
therefore thou didst send away 
thy maids from thee. Then 
Susanna sighed, and said: 
I am straitened on every side: 
for if I do this thing, it is 
death unto me: and if I do 
it not, I cannot escape your 
hands. It is better for me 
to fall into your hands, and 
not do it, than to sin in the 
sight of the Lord. With. that 
Susanna cried with a loud 
voice: and the two elders 
cried out against her. Then 
tan the one, and opened the 
gatden door. So when the 
servants of the house heard the 
cty in the garden, they rushed 
in at a privy door, to see what 
was done unto her. But when 
the elders had declared their 


matter, the servants were 
greatly ashamed: for there 
was never such a report made 
of Susanna. .And it came to 
pass the next day, when the 
people were assembled to her 
husband Joacim, the two elders 
came also full of mischievous 
imagination against Susanna 
to put her to death. And said 
before the people: Send for 
Susanna, the daughter of 
Chelcias, Joacim’s wife. And 
so they sent. So she came 
with her father and mother, 
her children, and all her 
kindred. Therefore her friends 
and all that saw her wept. 
Then the two elders stood up 
in the midst of the people, 
and laid their hands upon her 
head. And she weeping looked 
up towatd heaven: for het 
heart trusted in the Lord. And 
the elders said: As we walked 
in the garden alone, this woman 
came in with two maids: and 
shut the garden doors, 
sent the maids away. Then a 
young man, who there was hid, 
came unto her, and lay with 
her. Then we that stood in a 
cotner of the garden, seeing 
this wickedness, ran unto them. 
And when we saw them 
together, the man we could 
not hold, for he was stronger 
than we, and opened the door, 
and leaped out: but having 
taken this woman, we asked 
who the young man was, but 
she would not tell us: these 
things do we testify. Then 
the assembly believed them, 
as those that were the elders 
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and judges of the people, so 
they condemned her to death. 
Then Susanna cried out with 
a loud voice, and said: O 
everlasting God, that knowest 
the secrets, and knowest all 
things befote they be, thou 
knowest that they have borne 
false witness against me: and, 
behold, I must die, whereas I 
never did such things as these 
men have maliciously invented 
against me. And the Lord 
heard her voice. Therefore 
when she was led to be put 
to death, the Lord raised up 
the holy spirit of a young 
youth, whose name was Daniel. 
Who cried with a loud voice : 
I am clear from the blood of 
this woman. Then ‘all the 
people turned them toward 
him, and said: What mean 
these words that thou hast 
spoken? So he standing in 
the midst of them said: Are 
ye such fools, ye sons of 
Israel, that without examina- 
tion ot knowledge of the truth 
ye have condemned a daughter 
of Israel? Return again to 
the place of judgment, for 
they have borne false witness 
against her. Wherefore all 
the people turned again in 
haste. Then said Daniel unto 
them: Put these two aside 
one far from another, and I 
will examine them. So when 
they were put asunder one 
from another, he called one of 
them, and said unto him: 
O thou that art waxen old in 
wickedness, now thy sins 
which thou hast committed 
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aforetime are come to light: 
for thou hast pronounced false 
judgment, and hast condemned 
the innocent, and hast let the 
guilty go free, albeit the Lord 
saith: The innocent and 
tighteous shalt thou not slay. 
Now then, if thou hast seen 
her, tell me, Under what tree 
sawest thou them companying 
together? Who answered: 
Under a mastick tree. And 
Daniel said: Very well, thou 
hast lied against thine own 
head. For even now the 
Angel of God hath received 
the sentence of God to cut 
thee in two. So he put him 
aside, and commanded to 
bring the other, and _ said 
unto him: O thou seed of 
Chanaan, and not of Juda, 
beauty hath deceived thee, 
and lust hath perverted thine 
heart : thus have ye dealt with 
the daughters of Israel, and 
they for fear companied with 
you: but the daughter of 
Juda would not abide your 
wickedness. Now therefore 
tell me, Under what tree didst 
thou take them companying 
together? Who answered: 
Under an holm tree. Then 
said Daniel unto him: Well, 
thou hast also lied against 
thine own head: for the Angel 
of God waiteth with the sword 
to cut thee in two, that he 
may destroy you. With that 
all the assembly cried out 
with a loud voice, and praised 
God, who saveth them that 
trust in him. And they atose 
against the two elders, for 
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Daniel had convicted them of 
false witness by their own 
mouth, and they did unto them 
in such sort as they maliciously 
intended to do to their neigh- 
bour: and they put them to 
death, thus the innocent blood 
was saved the same day.

The Continuation of the 
holy GospExL according to 
John (x. 1.) 
T that time: As Jesus 
passed by, he saw a man 
which was blind from his 
birth: and his disciples asked 
him, saying: Master, who did 
sin, this man, or his parents, 
that he was born blind ?. Jesus 
answered: Neither hath this 
man sinned, nor his parents : 
but that the works of God 
should be made manifest in 
him. I must work the works 
of him that sent me, while it 
is day: the night cometh, 
when no man can work. As 
long as I am in the world, I 
am the light of the world. 


When he had thus spoken, he 
spat on the ground, and made 
clay of the spittle, and he 
anointed the eyes of the blind 
man with the clay, and said 
unto him: Go, wash in the 
pool of Siloam, (which is by 
interpretation, Sent.) He went 
his way therefore, and washed, 
and came seeing. The neigh- 
bours therefore, and they which 
before had seen him that he 
was blind, said: Is not this 
he that sat and begged ? Some 
said: This is he. Othets said : 
He is like him. But he said: 
Iam he. Therefore said they 
unto him: How were thine 
eyes opened? He answered 
and said: A man that is called 
Jesus made clay, and anointed 
mine eyes, and said unto me: 
Go to the pool of Siloam, and 
wash. And I went and washed 
and I received sight. Then 
said they unto him: Where is 
he? He said: I know not. 
They brought to the Pharisees 
him that aforetime was blind. 
And it was the sabbath day 
when Jesus made the clay, 
and opened his eyes. Then 
again the Pharisees also asked 
him how he had received his 
sight. He said unto them: 
He put clay upon mine eyes, 
and I washed, and do see. 
Therefore said some of the 
Pharisees: This man is not 
of God, because he keepeth 
not the sabbath day. Others 
said: How can a man that is 
a sinner do such miracles ? 
And there was a division 
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among them. They say unto 
the blind man again: What 
sayest thou of him, that he 
hath opened thine eyes? He 
said: He is a Prophet. . But 
the Jews did not believe con- 
cerning him, that he had been 
blind, and received his sight, 
until they called the parents of 
him that had received his 
sight: and they asked them, 
saying: Is this your son, who 
ye say was born blind? How 
then doth he now see? His 
parents answered them and 
said: We know that this is 
our son, and that he was born 
blind: but by what means 
he now seeth, we know not: 
ot who hath opened his eyes, 
we know not: he is of age, 
ask him, he shall speak for 
himself. These words spake 
his patents, because they feared 
the Jews: for the Jews had 
agreed already, that if any man 
did confess that he was Christ, 
he should be put out of the 
synagogue. ‘Therefore said his 
patents : He is of age, ask him. 
Then again called they the 
man that was blind, and said 
unto him: Give God the 
ptaise. We know that this 
man is a sinner. He answered 
and said: Whether he be a 
sinner or no, I know not: 
one thing I know, that, whereas 
I was blind, now I see. 
said they to him again: What 
did he to thee? how opened 
he thine eyes? He answered 
them: I have told you already, 
and ye did not hear : wherefore 
would ye hear it again? Will 
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ye also be his disciples ? 
Then they reviled him, and 
said: Thou art his disciple: 
but we ate Moses’ disciples. 
We know that God spake 
unto Moses : as for this fellow, 
we know not from whence he 
is. The man answered and 
said unto them: Why herein 
is a marvellous thing, that ye 
know not from whence he is, 
and yet he hath opened mine 
eyes: now we know that God 
heareth not sinners: but if 
any man be a worshipper of 
God, and doeth his will, him 
he heareth. Since the world 
began was it not heatd that 
any man opened the eyes of 
one that was born blind. If 
this man were not of God, he 
could do nothing.

Howbeit Jesus 
spake of his death: but they 
thought that he had spoken of 
taking of rest in sleep. Then 
said Jesus unto them plainly : 
Lazarus is dead: and I am 
glad for your sakes that I was 
not there, to the intent ye may 
believe: nevertheless let us 
go unto him. Then - said 
Thomas, which is called 
Didymus, unto his fellow- 
disciples: Let us also go, that 
we may die with him. Then 
when Jesus came, he found 
that he had lain in the grave 
four daysalready. Now Bethany 
was nigh unto Jerusalem, about 
fifteen furlongs off. And many 
of the Jews came to Martha 
and Mary, to comfort them 
concerning their brother. Then 
Martha, as soon as she heard 
that Jesus was coming, went 
and met him: but Mary sat 
still in the house. ‘Then said 
Martha unto Jesus: Lord, 
if thou hadst been here, my 
brother had not died: but I 
know, that even now, what- 
soever thou wilt ask of God, 
God will give it thee. Jesus 
saith unto her: Thy brother 
shall rise again. Martha saith 
unto him: I know that he 
shall tise again in the resurrec- 
tion at the last day. Jesus said 
unto her: I am the resurrec- 
tion, and the life: he that 
believeth in me, though he 
were dead, yet shall he live: 
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and whosoever liveth and 
believeth in me shall never die.

As soon as 
she heard that, she arose 
quickly, and came unto him:

him. The Jews then which 
wete with her in the house, 
and comforted her, when they 
saw Mary, that she rose up 
hastily and went out, followed 
her, saying: She goeth unto 
the grave to weep there. Then 
when Mary was come where 
Jesus was, and saw him, she 
fell down at his feet, saying 
unto him: Lord, if thou hadst 
been here, my brother had not 
died.

These things understood not 
h's disciples at the first: but 
when Jesus was glorified, then 
remembered they that these 
things were written of him: 
and that they had done these 
things unto him. The people 
therefore that was with him 
when he called Lazarus out of 
his grave, and raised him from 
the dead, bare record. For this 
cause the people also met him : 
for that they heard that he had 
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done this miracle. The Phari- 
sees therefore said among 
themselves: Perceive ye how 
ye prevail nothing? Behold, 
the world is gone after him. 
And there were certain Greeks 
among them that came up to 
worship at the feast. The same 
came therefore to Philip, which 
was of Bethsaida of Galilee: 
and desired him, saying: Sir, 
we would see Jesus. Philip 
cometh and telleth Andrew: 
and again Andrew and Philip 
tell Jesus. And Jesus answered 
them saying: The hour is 
come, that the Son of man 
should be glorified. Verily, 
verily, I say unto you, Except 
a corn of wheat fall into the 
ground and die, it abideth 
alone: but if it die, it bringeth 
forth much fruit. He that 
loveth his life shall lose it : and 
he that hateth his life in this 
world shall keep it unto life 
eternal. If any man serve me, 
let him follow me: and where 
I am, there shall also my ser- 
vant be.

Then said the Lord unto 
Moses: Behold; I will rain 
bread from heaven for you: 
and the people shall go out and 
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gather a certain rate every day : 
that I may prove them, whether 
they will walk in my law of no. 
And it shall come to pass, that 
on the sixth day they shall 
prepare that which they bring 
in: and it shall be twice as 
much as they gather daily. 
And Moses and Aaron said 
unto all the children of Israel: 
At even, then ye shall know 
that the Lord hath brought you 
out from the land of Egypt:

§ During the singing of the ®. the 
Deacon places the book of the 
Gospels on the Altar: and the 
Priest, the Deacon ministering the 
incense-boat, places incense in the 
censer. Then the Deacon says: 
Cleanse my heart, sakes the book 
from the Altar, and asks a bles- 
sing from the Priest: then, while 
the Subdeacon holds the book, he 
stands between two Acolytes hold- 
ing lighted candles, signs the book 
and censes it, and sings the Gospel, 
as below, in the usual way: after 
which the Subdeacon carries the 
book to be kissed by the Priest, 
who is censed by the Deacon. 


rhe he Continuation of the 
holy Gospex according to 
Matthew (xx. I.). 
T that time: When Jesus 
drew nigh unto Jerusa- 
lem, and was come to Beth- 
phage unto the mount of 
Olives: then sent he two 
disciples, saying unto them:

All this was done, 
that it might be fulfilled which 
was spoken by the Prophet, 
saying: Tell ye the daughter 
of Sion: Behold thy King 
cometh unto thee, meek and 
sitting upon an ass, and a colt

§ The blessing being completed, the 
senior of the Clergy goes up to the 
Altar and presents a blessed 
branch to the Celebrant, who does 
not genuflect, nor kiss the hand of 
him who gives it. Then the Cele- 
brant, standing before the Altar, 
turns to the people and distributes 
the branches, first to the senior 
from whom he received his, then 
to the Deacon and Subdeacon 
vested, and to the other clergy 
severally in order, last of all to the 
laity: all genuflecting and kissing 
the branch and the hand of the 
Celebrant, except Prelates, if they 
are present. And when he begins 
to distribute, the Choir sings the 
Following Antiphons : 
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The children of the Hebrews 
bearing branches of olive, went 
out to meet the Lord, crying 
out and saying: Hosanna in 
the highest. 

Another AntreHonN. The 
children of the Hebrews spread 
their garments in the way and 
ctied out, saying: Hosanna to 
the Son of David : blessed is 
he that cometh in the name of 
the Lord. 


If these are not sufficient, they 
are repeated until the distribution 
is finished. Then the Priest says :

Cleanse my heart is not said, nor 
is a blessing asked, and lights and 
incense are not carried; neither 
is The Lord be with you said, 
nor the response, Glory be to 
Thee, O Lord, and the Celebrant 
or Deacon, while he announces 
The Passion of our Lord, does 
not sign the. book nor himself. 
Which is observed likewise on 
other. days, when the Passion is 
read. 


The Passion of our Lord Jesus 
Christ according to Matthew. 
(xxvi and xxvii.) 

T that time: Jesus said 
unto his disciples: >KYe 
know that after two days is the 
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feast of the passover, and the 
Son of man is betrayed to be . 
crucified. C, Then assembled 
together the chief priests, and 
the scribes, and the elders of the 
people, unto the palace of the 
high priest, who was called 
Caiaphas: and consulted that 
thy might take Jesus by sub- 
tilty, and kill him. But they 
said: S. Not on the feast day, 
lest there be an uproat among 
the people. C. Now when 
Jesus was in Bethany, in the 
house of Simon the leper, there 
came unto him a woman having 
an alabaster box of very pre- 
cious ointment, and poured it 
on his head, as he sat at meat. 
But when his disciples saw it, 
they had indignation, saying : 
S. To what purpose is this! 
waste? For this ointment 
might have been sold for much, 
and given to the poor. 
When Jesus understood it, he 
said unto them: > Why 
trouble ye the woman? for 
she hath wrought a good work 
by ste me. For ye have the poor 
ways with you: but me ye 
have not always. For in that 
she hath poured this ointment 
on my body, she did it for my 
burial. Verily I say unto you, 
Wheresoever this Gospel shall 
be preached in the whole 
world, there shall also this, that 
this woman hath done, be told 
for a memorial of her. C. Then 
one of the twelve, called Judas 
Iscariot, went unto the chief 
priests, and said unto them:

And from that time he sought 
opportunity to betray him. 
Now the ise day of the feast 
of unleavened bread the dis- 
ciples came to Jesus, saying 
unto him: S. Where wilt thou 
that we prepare for thee to eat 
the passover ? C. And he said: 
* Go into the city to such a 
man, and say unto him: The 
Master saith: My time is at 
hand, I will keep the passover 
at thy house with my disciples. 
C. And the disciples did as 
Jesus had appointed them, and 
they made ready the passover. 
Now when the even was come, 
he sat down with the twelve. 
And as they did eat, he said: 
‘Kk Verily I say unto you, that 
one of you shall betray me. 
C. And they were exceeding 
sorrowful, and began every 
one of them to say unto him: 
S. Lord, is it 12 C. And he 
answered and said: >» He that 
dippeth his hand with me in 
the dish, the same shall betray 
me. The Son of man goeth as 
it is written of him: but woe 
unto that man by whom the 
Son of man is betrayed : it had 
been good for that man if he 
had not been born. C. Then 
Judas, which betrayed him, 
answered and said: S. Master, 
is it 1? C. He said unto him: 
*& Thou hast said. C. And as 
they wete cating, Jesus took 
bread, and blessed it, and brake 
it, and gave it to the disciples, 
and said: »&\ Take, eat: this 
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is my body. C. And he took 
the cup, and gave thanks : and 
gave. it to them, saying: > 
Drink ye all of it; for this is, 
my blood of the new Testa- 
ment, which is shed for many 
for the remission of sins. But 
I say unto you: I will not 
drink henceforth of this fruit 
of the vine, until that day when 
I drink it new with you in my 
Father’s kingdom. C. And 
when they had sung an hymn, 
they went out into the mount 
of Olives. Then saith Jesus 
unto them: >] All ye shall be 
offended because of me this 
night. For it is written: I will 
smite the shepherd, and the 
sheep of the flock shall be 
scattered abroad. But after I 
am risen again, I will go before 
you into Galilee. C. Peter 
answered and said unto him: 
S. Though all men shall be 
offended: because of thee, yet 
will I never be offended. C. 
Jesus said unto him: > Verily 
Isay unto thee, That this night, 
before the cock ctow, thou 
shalt deny me thrice. C. Peter 
said unto him: S. Though I 
should die with thee, yet will 
I not deny thee. C. Likewise 
also said all the disciples. 
Then cometh Jesus with them 
unto a place called Gethsemane, 
and saith unto the disciples : 
*K Sit ye here, while I go and 
ptay yonder. C. And he took 
with him Peter and the two 
sons of Zebedee, and began to 
be sorrowful and very heavy. 
Then saith he unto them: > 
My soul is exceeding sorrowful, 
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7S ihe Bs On A Sy ST 
even unto death : tarry ye here, | S. Hail, Master. C. And kissed 


and watch with me. C. And 
he went a little farther, and fell 
on his face, and prayed, say- 
ing: > O my Father, if it be 
possible, let this cup pass from 
me. Nevertheless not as I will, 
but as thou wilt. C. And he 
cometh unto the disciples, and 
findeth them asleep: and saith 
unto Peter: >] What, could 
ye not watch with me one 
hour? Watch and pray, that 
ye enter not into temptation. 
The spirit indeed is willing, but 
the flesh is weak. C. He went 
away again the second time, 
and prayed, saying: »>« O my 
Father, if this cup may not pass 
away from me, except I drink 
it, thy will be done. C. And he 
came and found them asleep 
again: for their eyes were 
heavy. And he left them, and 
went away again, and prayed 
the third time, saying the same 
words. Then cometh he to his 
disciples, and saith unto them : 
Kk Sleep on now, and take your 
test: behold the hour is at 
hand, and the Son of man is 
betrayed into the hands of 
sinners. Rise, let us be going : 
behold, he is at hand that doth 
betray me. C, And while he 
yet spake, lo, Judas, one of the 
twelve, came and with him a 
great multitude with swords and 
staves, from the chief priests and 
elders of the people. Now he 
that betrayed him gave them a 
sign, saying: JS. Whomsoever 


I shall kiss, that same is he. 


hold him fast. C. And forth- 
with he came to Jesus, and said 


him. And Jesus said unto him : 
Kk Friend, wherefore art thou 
come? C. Then came they, 
and laid hands on Jesus, and 
took him. And, behold, one of 
them which were with Jesus 
stretched out his hand, and 
drew his sword, and struck a 
servant of the high priest’s, and 
smote off his ear. Then said 
Jesus unto him: >] Put up 
again thy sword into his place. 
For all they that take the sword 
shall perish with the sword. 
Thinkest thou that I cannot 
now pray to my Father, and he 
shall presently give me more 
than twelve legions of Angels? 
But how then shall the Scrip- 
tutes be fulfilled, that thus it 
must be ? C. In that same hour 
said Jesus to the multitudes: 
kk Are ye come out as against 
a thief with swords and staves 
for to take me ? I sat daily with 
you teaching in the temple, 
and ye laid no hold on me. C. 
But all this was done, that the 
Scriptures of the Prophets 
might be fulfilled. Then all 
the disciples forsook him, and 
fled. And they that had laid 
hold on Jesus led him away to 
Caiaphas the high priest, where 
the scribes and the elders were 
assembled. But Peter followed 
him afar off unto the high 
priest’s palace. And went in, 
and sat with the servants to 
see the end.. Now the chief 
priests, and elders, and all the 
council, sought false witness 
against Jesus, to put him to 
death: but found none, yea, 
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though many false witnesses 
came, yet found they none. 
At the last came two false 
witnesses, and said: JS. This 
fellow said: I am able to 
destroy the temple of God, and 
to build it in three days. C. 
And the high priest arose, and 
said unto him: JS. Answerest 
thou nothing? what is it 
which these witness against 
thee? C. But Jesus held his 
peace. And the high priest 
answered and said unto him: 
S. I adjure thee by the living 
God, that thou tell us whether 
thou be the Christ, the Son of 
God. C. Jesus saith unto him: 
*K ‘Thou hast said. Neverthe- 
less I say unto you: Hereafter 
shall ye see the Son of man 
sitting on the right hand of 


‘power, and coming in the 


clouds of heaven. C. Then the 
high priest rent his clothes, 
saying: S. He hath spoken 
blasphemy : what further need 
have we of witnesses? Be- 
hold, now ye have heard his 
blasphemy: what think ye ? 
C. They answered and said: 
S, He is guilty of death. C. 
Then did they spit in his face, 
and buffeted him, and others 
smote him with the palms of 
their hands, saying: S. Prophesy 
unto us, thou Christ, who is he 
that smote thee? C. Now Peter 
sat without in the palace: anda 
damsel came unto him, saying : 
S. Thou also wast with Jesus 
of Galilee. C. But he denied 
before them all, saying: S. I 
know not what thou sayest. C. 
And when he was gone out 


into the porch, another maid 
saw him, and said unto them 
that were there: J. This fellow 
wasalso with Jesus of Nazareth. 
C. And again he denied with an 
oath: I do not know the man. 
And after a while came unto 
him they that stood by, and 
said to Peter: S. Surely thou 
also art one of them: for thy 
speech bewrayeth thee. 
Then began he to curse and to 
swear, saying: JS. I know not 
the man. C. And immediately 
the cock crew. And Peter 
remembered the word of 
Jesus, which said unto him: 
Before the cock crow, thou 
shalt deny me thrice. And he 
went out, and wept bitterly. 
(xxvii.) 1. When the morn- 
ing was come, all the chief 
priests and elders of the people 
took counsel against Jesus, to 
put him to death. And when 
they had bound him, they led 
him away, and delivered him to 
Pontius Pilate the governor. 
Then Judas who had betrayed 
him, when he saw that he was 
condemned, repented himself, 
and brought again the thirty 
pieces of silver to the chief 
priests and elders, saying: J. I 
have sinned, in that I have 
betrayed the innocent blood. 
C. And they said: S. What is 
that to us? See thou to that. 
C. And he cast down the pieces 
of silver in the temple, and 
departed: and went and han- 
ged himself. And the chief 
priests took the silver pieces, 
and said: S. It is not lawful 
for to put them into the trea- 
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suty: because it is the price 
of blood. C. And they took 
counsel, and bought with them 
the potter’s field, to bury 
strangers in. Wherefore that 
field was called: The field of 
blood, unto this day. (Then 
was fulfilled that which was 
spoken by Jeremy the prophet, 
saying: And they took the 
thirty pieces of silver, the price 
of him that was valued, whom 
they of the children of Israel 
did value: and gave them for 
the pottet’s field, as the Lord 
appointed me.) And Jesus 
stood before the governor, 
and the governor asked him, 
saying: J. Art thou the King 
of the Jews? C. And Jesus 
said unto him: >» Thou say- 
est. C. And when he was 
accused of the chief priests and 
elders, he answered nothing. 
Then saith Pilate unto him: 
S. Hearest thou not how many 
things they witness against 
thee? C. And he answered 


_ him to never a word, insomuch 


that the governor marvelled 
greatly. Now at that feast the 
governot was wont to telease 
unto the people a prisoner, 
whom they would. And they 
had then a notable prisoner, 
called Barabbas. Therefore 
when they were gathered to- 
gether, Pilate said unto them: 
S. Whom will ye that I release 
unto you: Batabbas, or Jesus 
which is called Christ ? C. For 
he knew that for envy they had 
delivered him. When he was 
set down on the judgment- 
seat, his wife sent unto him, 


saying: JS. Have thou nothing 
to do with that just man: for 
I have suffered many things 
this day in a dream because of . 
him. C, But the chief priests 
and elders persuaded the mul- 
titude that they should ask 
Barabbas, and destroy Jesus. 
The governor answered and 
said unto them: JS. Whether 
of the twain will ye that I 
release unto you? C. They 
said: JS. Barabbas. C, Pilate 
saith unto them: JS. What shall 
I do then with Jesus, which is 
called Christ ? C. They all say 
unto him: S. Let him be 
crucified. C. And the govern- 
ot said: JS. Why, what evil 
hath he done? C,. But the 

cried out the more, saying: S. 
Let him be crucified. C. When 
Pilate saw that he could prevail 
nothing, but that rather a 
tumult was made: he took 
water, and washed his hands 
before the multitude, saying : 
S. I am innocent of the blood 
of this just person: see ye to 
it. C. Then answered all the 
people, and said: S. His blood 
be on us, and on our children. 
C. Then released he Barabbas 
unto them: and when he had 
scourged Jesus he delivered 
him to be crucified. Then the 
soldiers of the governor took 
Jesus into the common hall, 
and gathered unto him the 
whole band of soldiers: and 
they stripped him, and put on 
him a scarlet robe: and when 
they had platted a crown of 
thorns they put it upon his 
head, and a reed in his right 
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hand. And they. bowed the 
knee before him, and mocked 
him, saying: '}S. Hail, King of 
the Jews. C. And they spit 
upon him, and took the reed, 
and smote him on the head. 
And after that they had mocked 
him they took the robe off from 
him, and put his own raiment 
on him, and led him away to 
crucify him. And as they came 
out they found a man of Cy- 
rene, Simon by name: him 
they compelled to bear his 
ctoss. And when they were 
come unto a place called Gol- 
gotha, that is to say, a place 
of a skull, they gave him vine- 
gar to drink mingled with gall. 
And when he had tasted there- 
of, he would not drink. And 
they crucified him, and parted 
his garments, casting lots: 
that it might be fulfilled, which 
was spoken by the Prophet: 
They parted. my garments 
among them, and upon my 
vesture did they cast lots, And 
sitting down they watched him 
there. And set up overt his 
head his accusation written : 
This is Jesus the King of the 
Jews. Then were there 
two thieves crucified with 
him: one on the right hand, 
and another on the left. And 
they that passed by reviled 
him, wagging their heads, and 
saying: JS. Thou that destroy- 
est the temple, and buildest it 
in three days: save thyself. 
If thou be the Son of God, 
come down from the cross. 
C. Likewise also. the chief 
priests mocking him, with the 


scribes. and elders, said: S, He 
saved others, himself he cannot 
save: if he be the King of 
Israel, let him now come down 
from the cross, and we will 
believe him: he trusted in 
God : let him deliver him now, 
if he will have him; for he said : 
Iam the Son of God. C. The 
thieves also, which were cruci~ 
fied with him, cast the same in 
his teeth. Now from the sixth 
hour there was darkness over 
all the land unto ,the ninth 
hour. And about the ninth 
hour Jesus cried with a loud 
voice, saying: > Eli, Eli, 
lama sabachthani? C. That is 
to say: »] My God, my God, 
why hast thou forsaken me? 
C. Some of them that stood 
there, when they heard that, 
said: JS. This man calleth for 
Elias. C. And straightway one 
of them ran, and took a spunge, 
and filled it with vinegar, and 
put it on a reed, and gave him 
to drink. The rest said: S. 
Let be, let us see whether Elias 
will come to save him. C. 
Jesus, when he cried again 
with a loud voice, yielded up 
the ghost. (Here genuflect, and 
pause awhile) And behold, the 
vail of the temple was rent in 
twain from the top to the 
bottom: and the earth did 
quake, and the rocks rent, and 
the graves were opened: and 
many bodies of saints which 
slept arose, and came out of 
the graves after his resurrec- 
tion, and went into the holy 
city, and appeared unto many. 
Now when the centurion, and 
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they that were with him, 
watching Jesus, saw the earth- 
quake, and those things that 
were done, they feared greatly, 
saying: JS. Truly this was the 
Son of God. 

C. And many women were 
there beholding afar off, which 
followed Jesus from Galilee, 
ministering unto him: among 
which was Mary Magdalene, 
and Marty the mother of James 
and Joses, and the mother of 
Zebedee’s children. When the 
even was come, there came a 
tich man of Atimathea, named 
Joseph, who also himself was 
Jesus’ disciple. He went to 
Pilate, and begged the body of 
Jesus. Then Pilate commanded 
the body to be delivered. And 
when Joseph had taken the 
body, he wrapped it in a clean 
linen cloth. And laid it in his 
own new tomb, which he had 
hewn out in the rock. And he 
rolled a great stone to the door 
of the sepulchre, and departed. 
And there was Mary Magda- 
lene, and the other Mary, sitting 
over against the sepulchre. 


Here Cleanse my heart is said, a 
blessing is asked, incense is carried 
without lights, and the book is 
censed: The Lord be with you 
is not said, and the Celebrant or 
Deacon does not sign the book nor 
bimself.: and what follows is sing 
in the tone of the Gospel: at the 
conclusion of which the Celebrant 
hisses the book and is censed. All 
of which is observed in the other 
Passions except on Good Friday. 
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iow the next day, that fol- 
lowed the day of the 
Preparation, the chief priests 
and Pharisees came together 
unto Pilate, saying: Sir, we 
remember that that deceiver 
said, while he was yet alive: 
After three days I will rise 
again. Command _ therefore 
that the sepulchre be made sure 
until the third day: lest his 
disciples come by night, and 
steal him away, and say unto 
the people: He is risen from 
the dead; so the last error 
shall be worse than the first. 
Pilate said unto them: Ye 
have a watch, go your way, 
make it as sure as you can. 
So they went, and made the 
sepulchre sure, sealing the 
stone, and setting a watch.

In all 
their affliction he was afflicted, 
and the Angel of his presence 
saved them. In his love, and 
in his pity, he redeemed them, 
and he bare them, and carried 
them all the days of old. But 
they rebelled, and vexed his 
Holy Spirit: therefore he was 
turned to be their enemy, and 
he fought against them. Then 
he remembered the days of 
old; Moses and his people, 
saying: Where is he that 
brought them up out of the sea 
with the shepherd of his flock ?

I gave my back to the 
smiters, and my cheeks to them 
that plucked off the hair: I 
hid not my face from shame and 
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spitting. For the. Lord God 
will help me, therefore shall I 
not be confounded: therefore 
shave Ivset my. face like a flint, 
-and I know that I shall not be 
ashamed, He is near. that 
justifieth me: who will contend 


. with: me? Let us stand to- 


gether: who is mine adver- 
sary? Let him come near to 
‘me. Behold, the Lord God 
will help me: who is he that 
shall condemn me? Lo, they 
all shall wax old as a gar- 
‘ment: the moth shall eat them 
up. Who is among you that 
feareth the Lord, that obeyeth 
the voice of his servant ? That 
walketh in darkness, and hath 
no light ? Let him trust in the 
name of: the Lord, and stay 
upon his God. Behold, all ye 
that kindle a fire, that compass 
yourselves about with sparks : 
walk in the light of your fire, 
‘and in the sparks that ye have 
kindled. This shall ye have of

in sorrow.

T that.time: After two 
days was the feast of the 

Passover, and of unleavened 

bread, and the chief priests and 

the scribes sought how they 
might take Jesus by craft, 
and put him to death. But 
they said: S. Not on the 
feast-day, lest there be an 
uproar of the people. C. And 
being in Bethany, in the house 
of Simon the leper, as he sat 
at meat: there came a woman 
having .an alabaster box of 
ointment of spikenard, very 
precious, and she brake the 
box, and poured it on his 
head. And thete were some 
that had indignation within 
themselves, and said: S, Why 
was this waste of the ointment 
made? For it might have 
been sold for more than three 
hundred pence, and have been 
given to the poor. C. And 
they murmured against. her. 

And Jesus said: »& Let her 

alone: why trouble ye her ? 

She hath wrought a good 

work on me. For ye have 

the poor with you always: 
and whensoever ye will ye 
may do them good: but me 
ye have not always. She hath 
done what she could: she is 
come aforehand to anoint my 
body to the burying. Verily 

I say unto you: Wheresoever 

this Gospel shall be preached 

throughout the whole world, 
this also that she hath done 
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shall be’ spoken of for a 
memorial of her. C. And 
Judas Iscariot, one of the 
twelve, went unto the chief 
priests to betray him unto 
them. And when they heard 
it they were glad: and pro- 
mised to give him money. 
And he sought how he might 
conveniently betray him. And 
the first day of unleavened 
bread, when they killed the 
passover, his disciples said 
unto him: JS. Where wilt 
thou that we go and prepare, 
that thou mayest eat the pass- 
over? C. And he sendeth 
forth two of his disciples, and 
saith unto them: »%\ Go ye 
into the city: and there shall 
meet you a man beating a 
pitcher of water, follow him: 
and wheresoever he shall go 
in, say ye to the goodman of 
the house, The Master saith : 
Where is the guest-chamber, 
where I shall eat the passover 
with my disciples? And he 
will shew you a large upper- 
room furnished, and prepared : 
there make ready for us. C. 
And his disciples went forth, 
and came into the city: and 
found as he had said unto them, 
and they made ready the pass- 
over. And in the evening 
he cometh with the twelve. 
And as they sat, and did eat, 
Jesus said: & Verily I say 
unto you: One of you which 
eateth with me shall betray 
me. C. And they began to be 
sorrowful, and to say unto him 
one by one: S. Is it 1? C. And 
another said: S. Is it 1? C. 
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And he answered and said: 
unto them: >» It is one of 
the twelve that dippeth with 
me in the dish. The Son of 
man indeed goeth, as it is 
written of him: but woe to 
that man by whom the Son 
of man is betrayed. Good 
were it for that man if he had 
never been born. C. And as 
they did eat, Jesus took bread : 
and blessed, and brake it, 
and gave to them, and said: 
*K Take, eat, this is my body. 
C. And he took the cup, and 
when he had given thanks he 
gave it to them: and they all 
drank of it. And he said unto 
them: > This is my blood 
of the new Testament, which 
is shed for many. Verily I say 
unto you, I will drink no more 
of the fruit of the vine, until 
that day that I drink it new 
in the kingdom of God. 
C. And when they had sung 
an hymn they went out into 
thé mount of Olives. | And 
Jesus saith unto them: >%& All 
ye shall be offended because of 
me this night : for it is written : 
I will smite the shepherd, 
and the sheep shall be scattered. 
But, after that I am risen, I 
will go before you into Galilee. 
C. But Peter said unto him: 
St Although all shall be 
offended, yet will not I. 
C. And Jesus saith unto him : 
«Verily I say unto thee, 
That this day, even in this 
night, before the cock crow 
twice, thou shalt deny me 
thrice. C. But he spake the 
more vehemently: S. If I 
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should die with thee, I will 
not deny thee in any wise, 
C. Likewise also said they all. 
And they came to a place 
which was named Gethsemane. 
And he saith to his disciples : 
Me Sit ye here, while I shall 
pray. C. And he taketh with 
him Peter, and James, and 
John: and began to be sore 
amazed, and to be very heavy. 
And saith unto them: >] My 
soul is exceeding sorrowful 
unto death: tarry ye here, and 
watch. C. And he went 
forward a little, and fell on 
the ground: and prayed, that, 
if it were possible, the hour 
might pass from him: and he 
said: > Abba, Father, all 
things are possible unto thee, 
take away this cup from me: 
nevertheless, not what I will, 
but what thou wilt. C. And 
he cometh and findeth them 
sleeping. And saith unto 
Peter: > Simon, sleepest 
thou ? couldest not thou watch 
one hour? Watch ye and pray, 
lest ye enter into temptation. 
The spirit truly is ready, but 
the flesh is weak. C. And 
again he went away, and 
prayed, and spake the same 
words. And when he returned 
he found them asleep again, 
(for their eyes were heavy), 
neither wist they what to 
answer him. And he cometh 
the third time, and saith unto 
them: >] Sleep on now, and 
take your rest. It is enough: 
the hour is come: behold, 
the Son of man is betrayed 
into the hands of sinners. 
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Rise up, let us go: lo, he 
that betrayeth me is at hand. 
C. And immediately, while 
he yet spake, cometh Judas, 
one of the twelve, and with 
him a great multitude with 
swords and staves, from the 
chief priests, and the scribes, 
and the elders. And he that 
betrayed him had given: them 
a token, saying: S. Whomso- 
ever I shall kiss, that same is 
he, take him, and lead him 
away safely. C. And as soon 
as he was come he goeth 
straightway to him, and saith: 
S. Master, master. C. And 
kissed him. And they laid 
their hands on him, and took 
him. And one of them that 
stood by drew a sword, and 
smote a servant of the high 
priest: and cut off his ear. 
And Jesus answered, and said 
unto them: »& Are ye come 
out as against a thief, with 
swords and with staves, to 
take me? I was daily with you 
in the temple teaching, and ye 
took me not. But the Scriptures 
must be fulfilled. C. And they 
all forsook him, and fled. And 
there followed him a certain 
young man, having a linen 
cloth cast about his naked 
body: and the young men laid 
hold on him, And he left the 
linen cloth, and fled from them 
naked. And they led Jesus 
away to the high priest: and 
with him were assembled all 
the chief priests, and the elders, 
and the scribes. And Peter 
followed him afar off, even 
into the palace of the high 
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priest: and he sat with the 
servants, and warmed himself 
at the fire. And the chief 
ptiests and all the council 
sought for witness against 
Jesus to put him to death, 
and found none. For many 
bare false witness against him : 
but their witness agreed not 
together. And there arose 
certain, and bare false witness 
against him, saying: S. We 
heard him say: I will destroy 
this temple that is made with 
hands, and within three days 
I will build another made 
without hands. C. But neither 
so did their witness agree 
together. And the high priest 
stood up in the midst, and 
asked Jesus, saying: 

Answerest thou nothing, what 
is it which these witness against 
thee ? C. But he held his peace, 
and answered nothing. Again 
the high priest asked him, 
and said unto him: JS. Art 
thou the Christ, the Son of 
the Blessed? C. And Jesus 
said: >] I am: and ye shall 
see the Son of man sitting on 
the right hand of power, and 
coming in the clouds of heaven. 
C. Then the high priest rent 
his clothes, and saith: S. What 
need we any further witnesses ? 
Ye have heard the blasphemy : 
what think ye? C. And they 
all condemned him to be 
guilty of death. And some 
began to spit on him, and to 
cover his face, and to buffet 
him, and to say unto him: 
S. Prophesy. C. And the 
servants did strike him with 
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the palms of their hands. And 
as Peter was beneath in the 
palace there cometh one of the 
maids of the high priest: and 
when she saw Peter warming 
himself she looked upon him, 
and said: S. And thou also 

wast with Jesus of Nazareth, 
C. But he denied, saying: 
S. I know not, neither under- 
stand I what thou sayest. 
C. And he went out into the 
porch, and the cock crew. And 
a maid saw him again, and 
began to say to them that stood 
by: S. This is one of them. 
Cc. And he denied it again. 
And a little after, they that 
stood by said again to Peter: 
S. Surely thou art one of 
them: for thou art a Galilean, 
and thy speech agreeth thereto. 
C. But he began to curse and 
to swear, saying: S. I know 
not this man of whom ye 
speak. C. And the second time 
the cock crew. And Peter 
called to mind the word that 
Jesus said unto him: Before 
the cock crow twice, thou 
shalt deny me thrice. And when 
he thought thereon he wept. 

(xv.2.). And straightway in the 
morning the chief priests 
held a consultation with the 
elders, and scribes, and the 
whole council, and bound 
Jesus, and carried him away, 
and delivered him to Pilate. 
And Pilate asked him: S. 
Art thou the King of the Jews ? 
Cc. And he answering said 
unto him: »& Thou sayest it. 
C, And the chief priests accused 
him of many things: but he

answered nothing. And Pilate 
asked-him again, saying: S. 
Answerest thou- nothing? be- 
hold: how many things they 
witness against thee. C. But 
Jesus yet answered nothing, so 
that Pilate marvelled. Now at 
that feast he released unto them 
one prisoner, whomsoever they 
desired. And there was one 
named Barabbas, which lay 
bound with them that had 
made insurrection with him, 
who had committed murder 
in the insurrection. And the 
multitude, crying aloud, began 
to desire him to do as he had 
ever done unto them. But 
Pilate answered them, saying: 
S, Will ye that I release unto 
you the King of the Jews? 
C. For he knew that the chief 
priests had delivered him for 
envy. But the chief priests 
moved the people, that he 
should rather release Barabbas 
unto them, And Pilate 
answered, and said again unto 
them: JS. What will ye then 
that I shall do unto him whom 
ye call the King of the Jews ? 
C, And they cried out again: 
S.  Crucify him. C. Then 
Pilate said unto them: JS. 
Why, what evil hath he done ? 
C. And they cried out the more 
exceedingly: JS. Crucify him. 
C. And so Pilate, willing to 
content the people, released 
Barabbas unto them, and de- 
livered Jesus, when he had 
scourged him, to be crucified. 
And the soldiers led him away 
into the hall, called Pretorium, 
and they call together the whole 
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band, and -they. clothed him 
with purple, and platted a 
crown of thorns, and put it 
about his head. And began 
to salute him; Hail, King of 
the Jews. And they smote him 
on the head with a reed, and 
did spit upon him, and bowing 
their knees worshipped him. 
And when they had mocked 
him they took off the purple 
from him, and put his own 
clothes on him, and led him 
out to crucify him. And they 
compel one Simon a Cyrenian, 
who passed by, coming out of 
the country, the father of 
Alexander and Rufus, to bear 
his cross. And they bring him 
unto the place Golgotha, which 
is, being interpreted, The place 
of a skull. And they gave 
him to drink wine mingled 
with myrrh: but he received 
it not. And when they had 
crucified him they parted his 
garments, casting lots upon 
them, what every man should 
take. And it was the third 
hour, and they crucified him. 
And the superscription of his 
accusation was written over: 
the king of the Jews. 
And with him they crucify 
two thieves: the one on his 
right hand, and the other on 
his left. And the Scripture was 
fulfilled, which saith: And 
he was numbered with the 
transgressors. And they that 
passed by trailed on _ him, 
wagging their heads, and say- 
ing: S. Ah, thou that destroy- 
est the temple, and buildest 
it in three days: save thyself, 
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and come down from the cross. 
C. Likewise also the chief 
priests mocking said among 
themselves, with the scribes: 
S. He saved others, himself 
he cannot save. Let Christ 
the King of Israel descend now 
from the cross, that we may 
see and believe. C. And 
they that were crucified with 
him reviled him. And when 
the sixth hour was come, 
there was darkness over the 
whole land until the ninth 
hour. And at the ninth hour 
Jesus cried with a loud voice, 
an ak Kk Eloi, Eloi, lama 
sabachthéni? C. Which is, 
being interpreted : > My God, 
my God, why hast thou for- 
saken me? C. And some of 
them that stood by, when they 
heard it, said: S. Behold, he 
calleth Elias. C. And one 
ran and filled a spunge full of 
vinegar, and put it on a reed, 
and gave him to drink, saying : 
S, Let alone, let us see whether 
Elias will come to take him 
down. C. And Jesus cried 
with a loud voice, and gave 
up the ghost. (Here genuflect, 
and pause awhile) And the 
vail of the temple was rent in 
twain from the top to the 
bottom. And when the 
centurion, which stood over 
against him, saw that he so 
cried out, and gave up the 
ghost, he said: S. Truly this 
man was the Son of God. 

There were also women look- 
ing on afar off: among whom 
was Maty Magdalene, and 
Mary the mother of James the 
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less and of Joses, and Salome : 
(who also, when he was in 
Galilee, followed him, and 
ministered unto him,) and 
many other women which 
came up with him unto Jeru- 
salem. 


What follows is sung in the tone 
of the Gospel : and the rest is done 
as above on Sunday. 


Vo Saver now when the even 

was come, because it was 
the Preparation, that is, the 
day before the sabbath, Joseph 
of Arimathea, an honourable 
counsellor, which also waited 
for the kingdom of God, came, 
and went in boldly unto Pilate, 
and craved the body of Jesus. 
And Pilate marvelled if he were 
already dead. And calling unto 
him the centurion, he asked 
him whether he had been any 
while dead. And when he 
knew it of the centurion, he 
gave the body to Joseph.

The Lesson from the Prophet 

Isaiah (/i#. 1.) 
iB those days: Said Isaiah: 

Lord, who hath believed 
our report? and to whom is 
the arm of the Lord revealed ? 
For he shall grow up before 
him as a tender plant, and as 
a root out of a dry ground: 
he hath no form nor comeliness: 
and when we shall see him, 
there is no beauty that we 
should desire him: he is 
despised and rejected of men, 
a man of sorrows, and acquaint- 
ed with grief: and we hid as 
it were our faces from him, 
he was despised, and we 
esteemed him not. Surely 
he hath borne our griefs, and 
carried our sorrows: yet we 
did esteem him _ stricken, 
smitten of God, and afflicted. 
But he was wounded for our 
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transgressions, he was bruised 
for our iniquities : the chastise- 
ment of our peace was upon 
him, and with his stripes we 
ate healed. All we like sheep 
have gone astray, we have 
turned every one to his own 
way: and the Lord hath laid 
on him the iniquity of us all. 
He was oppressed, and he 
was afflicted, yet he opened 
not his mouth: he is brought 
as a lamb to the slaughter, 
and as a sheep before her 
shearers is dumb, so he openeth 
not his mouth. He was taken 
from prison and from judg- 
ment: and who shall declare 
his generation? for he was 
cut off out of the land of the 
living: for the transgression 
of my people was he stricken. 
And ‘he made his grave with 
the wicked, and with the rich 
in his death: because he had 
done no violence, neither was 
any deceit in his mouth. 
Yet it. pleased the Lord to 
bruise him, he hath put him 
to grief: when thou shalt 
make his soul an offering for 
sin, he shall see his seed, 
he shall prolong his days, and 
the pleasure of the Lord shall 
prosper in his hand. He shall 
see of the travail of his soul, 
and shall be satisfied: by his 
knowledge shall my righteous 
servant justify many, for he 
shall bear their iniquities. 
Therefore will I divide him a 
portion with the great: and 
he shall divide the spoil with 
the strong, because he hath 
poured out his soul unto death, 
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and he was numbered with the 
transgressors: and he bare 
the sin of many, and made 
intercession for the trans- 
gressors. 


Or, The Lesson from the Epistle 
of blessed Paul the Apostle 
to the Hebrews (#x. 16.) 
RETHREN: Where a tes- 

tament is, there must also 
of necessity be the death of the 
testator: for a testament is of 
force after men are dead, other- 
wise it is of no strength at all 
whilst the testator liveth. 

Whereupon, neither the first 

testament was dedicated with- 

out blood. For when Moses 
had spoken every precept, to all 
the people, according to_ the 
law, he took the blood of 
calves and of goats, with water, 
and scarlet wool, and hyssop, 
and sprinkled both the book, 
and all the people, saying: 

This is the blood of the testa- 

ment, which God hath en- 

joined unto you. Moreover, 
he sprinkled with blood both 
the tabernacle, and all the 
vessels of the ministry. And 
almost al] things are by the 
law purged with blood: and 
without shedding of blood is 
fo remission, It was therefore 
necessary that the patterns of 
things in the heavens should be 
uurified with these: but the 
eavenly things themselves 
with better sacrifices than 
these. For Christ is not 
entered into the holy places 
made with hands, which are 
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the figures of the true: but 
into heaven itself,. now to 
appear in the presence of God 
for us. Nor yet that he should 
offer himself often, as the high 
priest entereth into the holy 
place every year with blood of 
others :. for then must he often 
have suffered since the founda- 
tion of the world. But now 
once in the end of the world 
hath he appeared to put away 
sin by the sacrifice of himself. 
And as it is appointed unto men 
once to die, but after this the 
judgment : so Christ was once 
offered. to bear the sins of 
many. And unto them that 
look for him shall he appear 
the second time without sin 
unto salvation.

My 
heatt is smitten down, and 
withered like grass: so that 
I forget to eat‘my bread. Y. 
Thou shalt arise, O Lord, 
and have mercy upon Sion: 
for it is time that thou have 
mercy upon her. 

The Passion of our Lord Jesus 
Christ according to Luke 
(xexii. I and ><>éi7.) 

T that time: The feast 
! of unleavened bread drew 
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nigh, which is called the 
Passover : and the chief priests 
and scribes sought how they 
might kill Jesus: for they 
feared the people. Then 
entered Satan into Judas sur- 
named Iscariot, being of the 
number of the twelve. And 
he went his way, and com- 
muned with the chief priests 
and captains, how he might 
betray him unto them. And 
they were glad, and covenanted 
to give him money. And he 
promised. And sought oppor- 
tunity to betray him unto them 
in the absence of the multitude. 
Then came the day of un- 
leavened bread, when the 
passover must be killed. And 
he sent Peter and John, saying : 
% Go and prepare us the 
passover, that we may eat. C. 
And they said unto him: S. 
Where wilt thou that we pre- 
pare? C. And he said unto 
them: >] Behold, when ye 
ate entered into the city, there 
shall a man meet you, bearing 
a pitcher of water: follow him 
into the house where he 
entereth in, and ye shall say 
unto the good-man of the 
house: The Master saith unto 
thee: Where is the guest- 
chamber, where I shall eat the 
passover with my disciples ? 
And he shall shew you a large 
upper room furnished, there 
make ready. C. And they went, 
and found as he had said unto 
them, and they made ready the 
passover. And when the hour 
was come he sat down, and the 
twelve Apostles with him. 
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And he said unto them: 
Kk With desire I have desired 
to eat this passover with you 
before I suffer. For I say unto 
you: I will not any more eat 
thereof, until it be fulfilled 
in the kingdom of God. C, 
And he took the cup, and gave 


thanks, and said: > Take 
this, and divide it among 
yourselves. For I say unto 


you, I will not drink of the 
fruit of the vine, until the 
kingdom of God shall come. 
C. And he took bread, and 
gave thanks, and brake it, and 
gave unto them, saying: > 
This is my body, which is 
given for you: this do in 
remembrance of me. C, Like- 
wise also the cup after supper, 
saying: %& This cup is the 
new Testament in my blood, 
which is shed for you. But 
behold, the hand of him that 
betrayeth me is with me on 
the table. And truly the Son 
of man goeth as it was deter- 
mined: but woe unto that 
man by whom he is betrayed. 
C. And they began to enquire 
among themselves, which of 
them it was that should do 
this thing. And there was also 
a strife among them, which 
of them should be accounted 
the greatest. And he said unto 
them: >] The kings of the 
Gentiles exercise lordship over 
them: and they that exercise 
authority upon them are called 
benefactors. But ye shall not 
be so: but he that is greatest 
among you, let him be as the 
younger: and he that is chief, 
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as he that doth serve. For 
whether is greater, he that 
sitteth at meat, or he that 
serveth ? is not he that sitteth 
at meat? But I am among 
you as he that serveth: ye 
ate they which have continued 
with me in my temptations. 
And I appoint unto you a 
kingdom, as my Father hath 
appointed unto me, that ye 
may eat and drink at my table 
in my kingdom: and sit on 
thrones, judging the twelve 
tribes of Israel. C. And the 
Lord said: > Simon, Simon, 
behold, Satan hath desired to 
have you, that he may sift 
you as wheat: but I have 
rayed for thee, that thy faith 


ail not: and when thou art 
converted, strengthen thy 
brethren. C. And he said 
unto him: S. Lord, I am 


ready to go with thee both into 
prison and to death. C. And 
he said: > I tell thee, Peter: 
The cock shall not crow this 
day, before that thou shalt 
thrice deny that thou knowest 
me. C, And he said unto 
them: >» When i sent you 
without purse, and scrip, and 
shoes, lacked ye any thing ? 
C. And they said: S. Nothing. 
C. Then said he unto them: 
& But now, he that hath a 
purse, let him take it, and like- 
wise his scrip: and he that 
hath no sword, let him sell 
his garment, and buy one: 
For I say unto you, That this 
that is written must yet be 
accomplished in me: And he 
was reckoned among the trans- 
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gressors. For the things con- 
cerning me have an end. 
And they said: JS. Lord, 
behold, here are two swords. 
C. And he said unto them: 
*K It is enough. C, And he 
came out, and went, as he was 
wont, to the mount of Olives. 
And his disciples also followed 
him. And when he was at 
the place, he said unto them: 
> Pray, that ye enter not into 
temptation. C, And he was 
withdrawn from them about 
a stone’s cast, and kneeled 
down and prayed, saying: > 
Father, if thou be willing, re- 
move this cup from me: 
nevertheless, not my will, but 
thine be done. C, And there 
appeared an Angel unto him 
from heaven, strengthening 
him. And being in an agony, 
he prayed more earnestly. And 
his sweat was as it were great 
drops of blood falling down 
to the ground. And when he 
rose up from ptayer, and was 
come to his disciples, he found 
them sleeping for sorrow. And 
said unto them: }&« Why sleep 
ye ? tise and pray, lest ye enter 
into temptation, C. 

while he yet spake, behold, 
a multitude; and he that was 
called Judas, one of the twelve, 
went before them, and drew 
near unto Jesus to kiss him. 
But Jesus said unto him: >K 
Judas, betrayest thou the Son 
of man with a kiss? C. When 
they who were about him saw 
what would follow, they said 
unto him: JS. Lord, shall we 
smite with the sword ? C. And 
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one of them smote the servant 
of the high priest, and cut off 
his right ear, And Jesus 
answered and said: >] Suffer 
ye thus far. C. And he 
touched his ear, and healed 
him. Then Jesus said unto the 
chief priests, and. captains of 
the temple, and the elders who 
were come to him: »& Be ye 
come out as against a thief, 
with swords and staves ? When 
I was daily with you in the 
temple, ye stretched forth no 
hands against me: but this is 
‘your hour, and the power of 
‘darkness. C. Then took they 
him, and Jed him, and brought 
him into the high _ priest’s 
house : and Peter followed afar 
off. And when they had 
kindled a fire in the midst of 
the hall, and were set down 
together, Peter sat down among 
them. But a certain maid 
beheld him, as he sat by the 
fire, and earnestly looked upon 
him, and said: JS. This man 
was also with him. C. And he 
denied him, saying: 193 
Woman, I know him not. C. 
And after a little while another 
saw him, and said: JS. ‘Thou 
att also of them. C. And Peter 
said: S. Man, I am not. 
C. And about the space of 
one hour after, another con- 
fidently affirmed, saying: S. 
Of a truth this fellow also 
was with him: for he is a 
Galilean. C. And Peter said: 
S. Man, I know not what thou 
sayest. C. And immediately, 
while he yet spake, the cock 
ctew. And the Lotd turned, 
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and looked upon Peter. And 
Peter remembered the word of 
the Lord, how he had said 
unto him: Before the cock 
crow, thou shalt deny me 
thrice. And Peter went out, 
and wept bitterly. And the 
men that held Jesus mocked 
him, and smote him. And when 
they had blindfolded him, 
they struck him on the face, 
and asked him, saying: S. 
Prophesy, who is it that smote 
thee? C. And many other 
things blasphemously spake 
they against him. And as 
soon as it was day, the elders 
of the people, and the chief 
priests, and the scribes, came 
together, and led him into their 
council, saying: S, Art thou 
the Christ ? tell us. C. And he 
said unto them: >& If I tell 
you, ye will not believe: and 
if I also ask you, ye will not 
answer me, nor let me go. 
Hereafter shall the Son of man 
sit on the right hand of the 
power of God. C, Then said 
they all: S, Art thou then the 
Son of God? C. And-he. 
said unto them: »& Ye say 
that lam. C. And they said: 
Ss What need we any further 
witness? For we ourselves 
have heard of his own mouth. 
(xx##7.1). And the whole mul- 
titude of them arose, and led him 
unto Pilate. And they began 
to accuse him, saying: S. We 
found this fellow perverting 
the nation, and forbidding to 
give tribute to Cesar, saying, 
That he: himself is Christ a 
king. C. And Pilate asked 
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him, saying: S. Art thou the|as one that perverteth the 


King of the Jews? C. And 
he answered him, and said: 
>] Thou sayest it. C. Then said 
Pilate to the chief priests, and 
to the people: S. I find no 
fault in this man. C. And they 
were the more fierce, saying : 
S. He stirreth up the people, 
teaching throughout all Jewry, 
beginning from Galilee to this 
place. C. When Pilate heard 
of Galilee, he asked whether 
the man were a Galilean. And 
as soon as he knew that he 
belonged unto Herod’s juris- 
diction, he sent him to Herod, 
who himself was also at 
Jerusalem at that time. And 
when Hetod saw Jesus he was 
exceeding glad. For he was 
desirous to see him of a long 
season, because he had heard 
many things of him, and he 
hoped to have seen some 
miracle done by him. Then 
he questioned with him in 
many words. But he answered 
him nothing. And the chief 
priests and scribes stood and 
vehemently accused him. And 
Herod with his men of war 
set him at nought : and mocked 
him, and arrayed him in a 
gorgeous robe, and sent him 
again to Pilate. And the same 
day Pilate and Herod were 
made friends together: for 
before they were at enmity 
between themselves. And 
Pilate, when he had called to- 
gether the chief priests, and 
the rulers, and the people, 
said unto them: JS. Ye have 
brought this man unto me, 


people, and behold, I, having 
examined him before you, 
have found no fault in this 
man touching those things 
whereof ye accuse him. No, 
nor yet Herod: for I sent you 
to him, and lo, nothing worthy 
of death is done unto him, 
I will therefore chastise him, 
and release him. For of 
necessity he must release one 
unto them at the feast. And 
they cried out all at once, 


saying: S. Away with this 
man, and release unto us 
Barabbas. C. (Who for a 


certain sedition made in the 
city, and for murder, was cast 
into prison). Pilate therefore, 
willing to release Jesus, spake 
again to them. But they cried, 
saying: S§.  Crucify him, 
crucify him. C. And he said 
unto them the third time: S. 
Why, what evil hath he done ? 
I have found no cause of death 
in him: I will therefore 
chastise him, and let him go. 
C. And they were instant with 
loud voices, requiring that 
he might be crucified. And 
the voices of them and of the 
chief priests prevailed. And 
Pilate gave sentence that it 
should be as they required. 
And he released unto them him 
that for sedition and murder 
was cast into ptison, whom 
they had desired: but he 
delivered Jesus to their will. 
And as they led him away, they 
laid hold upon one Simon a 
Cyrenian, coming out of the 
country: and on him they 
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laid the cross, that he might 
bear it after Jesus. And there 
followed him a great company 
of people, and of women, 
which also bewailed and 
lamented him. But Jesus, 
turning unto them, said: > 
Daughters of Jerusalem, weep 
not for me, but weep for 
yourselves, and for your child- 
ren. For behold, the days ate 
coming, in the which they 
shall say: Blessed are the 
barren, and the wombs that 
never bare, and the paps 
which never gave suck. Then 
shall they begin to say to the 
mountains: Fall on us: and 
to the hills: Cover us. For 
if they do these things in a 
green tree, what shall be done 
in the dry? C. And there 
were also two other, male- 
factors, led with him to be put 
to death. And when they were 
come to the place which is 
called Calvary, there they 
crucified him: and the male- 
factors, one on the right hand, 
and the other on the left. 
Then said Jesus: > Father, 
forgive them: for they know 
not what they do. C. And 
they patted his raiment, and 
cast lots. And the people 
stood beholding, and the rulers 
also with them derided him, 
saying: JS. He saved others: 
let him save himself, if he be 
Christ, the chosen of God. 
C. And the soldiers also 
mocked him, coming to him, 
and offering him vinegar, and 
saying: JS. If thou be the 


C. And a superscription also 
was written over him in 
letters of Greek, and Latin, 
and Hebtew: This is the 
King of the Jews. And 
one of the malefactors, which 
wete hanged, tailed on him, 
saying: S. If thou be Christ, 
save thyself, and us. C. But 
the other answering rebuked 
him, saying: S. Dost not 
thou fear God, seeing thou 
art in the same condemnation ? 
And we indeed justly, for we 
receive the due reward of our 
deeds : but this man hath done 
nothing amiss. C. And he 
said unto Jesus: JS. Lord, 
temember me when thou com- 
est into thy kingdom. C. And 
Jesus said unto him: > Verily 
I say unto thee: To-day shalt 
thou be with me in paradise. 
C. And it was about the sixth 
hour, and there was a darkness 
over all the earth until the 
ninth hour. And the sun was 
darkened ; and the vail of the 
temple was rent in the midst. 
And when Jesus had cried 
with a loud voice, he said: 
* Father, into thy hands I 
commend my spirit. C. And 
having said thus, he gave up 
the ghost. (Here genuflect, and 
pause awhile) Now when the 
centurion saw what was done, 
he glorified God, saying: S.. 
Certainly this was a righteous 
man. C. And all the people 
that came together to that 
sight, beholding the things 
that were done, smote their 
breasts, and returned. And

Peter saith unto him: Thou 
shalt never wash my feet. 
Jesus answered him: If I 
wash thee not, thou hast no 
patt with me. Simon Peter 
saith unto him: Lord, not 
my feet only, but also my 
hands and my head. Jesus 
saith to him: He that is 
washed needeth not save to 
wash his feet, but is clean every 
whit. And ye are clean, but 
not all, For he knew who 
should betray him: therefore 
said he: Ye are not all clean. 
So after he had washed their 
feet, and had taken his gar- 
ments: and was set down 
again, he said unto them: 
Know ye what I have done to 
your? Ye call me Master and 
Lord: and ye say well: for 
sol am. If I then, your Lord 
and Master, have washed your 
feet: ye also ought to wash 
one another’s feet. For I 
have given you an example, 
that ye should do as I have 
done to you. Creed.

These words being uttered, he 
sets down the Chalice upon the 
Corporal, saying secretly : As oft- 
en as ye do these things, ye 
shall do them in remembrance 
of me. 

And the rest as in the Canon. 

O Lamb of God is said as 
usual, but the Pax is not given. 
The three customary prayers, hon- 
ever, are said before Communion. 

§ To-day the Priest consecrates 
two Hosts, of which he consumes 
one, and reserves the other for the 
Sollowing day, on which the Sacra- 
ment is not consecrated; he also 
reserves some consecrated parti- 
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cles, in case of need, for the sick. 
But be consumes the whole. of the 
Blood, and before washing his 
Singers he places the reserved Host 
in another Chalice, which the Deacon 
covers with the Pall and the Paten 
inverted, and spreads a Veil over 
it, and places it in the midst of the 
Altar. Then the Communion is 
said and the Mass finished. The 
Priest genuflects, however, mhen- 
ever he approaches or departs from 
the middle of the Altar, or crosses 
before the Sacrament reserved in 
the Chalice: and when he is to 
say The Lord be with you, he 
does not turn to the people in the 
middle of the Altar, lest he turn 
his back on the Sacrament, but 
from the Gospel side: and at the 
end be gives the blessing from the 
same place and does not complete 
the circle.

When the Mass is over, 
torches are lighted, and a Proces- 
sion is formed in the usual manner, 
but with another Subdeacon vested 
carrying the Cross. The Celebrant, 
vested in a white Cope, standing 
before the Altar, places incense in 
two thuribles without a blessing : 
then kneeling in the middle, with 
one he censes the Sacrament thrice : 
and receiving the Chalice with the 
Sacrament from the hand of the 
Deacon, who stands, and having it 
covered with the ends of the Veil 
with which bis shoulders are 
covered, he proceeds between the 
same Deacon on his right, and 
the Subdeacon on his left, under a 
baldachino with two Acolytes 
continually censing the Sacrament, 
to the place prepared, where it is 
to be kept for the morrow. Mean- 
while, during the Procession, the 
following hymn is sung:

G After the stripping of the 
Altars, at the appointed hour a 
signal is given with a board, and 
the Clergy come together to perform 
the Maundy. The Prelate or 
Superior is vested with Stole and 
violet Cope over Amice and Alb, 
and in the appointed place with the 
assistance of the Deacon (who with 
the Subdeacon assists him in white 
vestments, as at Mass) puts incense 
in the thurible: then the Deacon 
holding the book of the Gospels 
before his breast, kneels before the 
Superior and asks a blessing: 
on receiving this, while two 
Adcolytes with lighted candles stand 
by, and the Subdeacon holds the 
book, he signs it and censes it, 
and sings as usual the Gospel, 
Before the feast of the Passover, 
as in the Mass, p. 229. 

When this is finished, the 
Subdeacon carries the open book 
to be kissed by the Superior, and 
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the Deacon censes him as usual. 
Then the Superior puts off the 
Cope, and is girded by the Deacon 
and Subdeacon with a linen cloth, 
and thus girded, the Deacon and 
Subdeacon assisting, proceeds to 
the washing of feet. Those who 
are to be washed are arranged 
in order, and while Clerks minister 
a bason and water, and the Sub- 
deacon holds the right foot of each, 
the Superior kneels before. each, 
washes his foot, wipes and kisses 
it, the Deacon giving the towel to 
mipe them. Meanwhile the follow- 
ing are sung:

be offered? because that the 
worshippers once purged should 
have had no more conscience of 
sins. But in those sacrifices 
there is a remembrance again 
made of sins every year. For 
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it is not possible that the 
blood of bulls and of goats 
should take away sins. ere- 
fore, when he cometh into the 
-world, he saith: Sacrifice and 
offering thou wouldest not, 
but a body hast thou prepared 
me: In _ burnt-offerings and 
sacrifices for sin thou hast had no 
pleasure: Then said I: Lo, I 
come (in the volume of the 
book it is written of me) to do 
thy will, O God. Above, when 
he said: Sacrifice and offering, 
and burnt-offerings, and offer- 
ing for sin thou wouldest not, 
neither hadst pleasure therein, 
which are offered by the Law: 
then said he : Lo, I come to do 
thy will, O God. He taketh 
away the first, that he may es- 
tablish the second. By the 
which will we are sanctified, 
through the offering of the 
body of Jesus Christ once for 
all. And every priest standeth 
daily ministering, and offering 
oftentimes the same sacrifices, 
which can never take away sins.

Christ according to John. 
(xviti and xix.) 

T that time: Jesus went 
forth with his disciples 
over the brook Cedron, where 
was a garden, into the which 
he entered, and his disciples. 
And Judas also, which betrayed 
him, knew the place : for Jesus 
oft times resorted thither with 
his disciples. Judas then, 
having received a band of men 
and officers from the chief 
ptiests and Pharisees, cometh 
thither with lanterns and 

- torches and weapons. Jesus 

therefore, knowing all things 
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that should come upon him, 
went forth, and said unto them: 
*k Whom seek yer? C. They 
answered him: S. Jesus of 
Nazareth. C. Jesus saith unto 
them: »& Iam he. C. And 
Judas also, which betrayed him, 
stood with them. As soon then 
as he had said unto them: I 
am he: they went backward, 
and fell to the ground. Then 
asked he them again : « Whom 
seek ye? C. And they said : 
S. Jesus of Nazareth. C. Jesus 
answered: >] I have told you 
that I am he: if therefore ye 
seek me, let these go their way- 
C. That the saying might be 
fulfilled, which he spake: Of 
them which thou gavest me 
have I lost none. Then Simon 
Peter having a sword drew it: 
and smote the high priest’s 
servant: and cut off his right 
ear. The servant’s name was 
Malchus. Then said Jesus unto 
Peter: >] Put up thy sword 
into the sheath. The cup which 
my Father hath given me, shall 
I not drink it? C. Then the 
band and the captain and 
officers of the Jews took Jesus, 
and bound him: and led him 
away to Annas first, for he was 
father in law to Caiaphas, which 
was the high priest that same 
year. Now Caiaphas was he, 
which gave counsel to the 
Jews: That it was expedient 
that one man should die for 
the people. And Simon Peter 
followed Jesus, and so did 
another disciple. That disciple 
was known unto the high 
priest, and went in with Jesus 
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into the palace of the high 
priest. But Peter stood at the 
door without. Then went out 
that other disciple, which was 
known unto the high priest, 
and-spake unto her that kept 
the door: and brought in 
Peter. Then saith the damsel 
that kept the door unto Peter : 
S. Art not thou also one of 
this man’s disciples? C. He 
saith: S. I am not. C. And 
the servants and officers stood 
there, who had made a fire 
of coals, for it was cold, and 
they warmed themselves: and 
Peter stood with them, and 
warmed himself. The high 
priest then asked Jesus of his 
disciples, and of his doctrine. 
Jesus answered him: > I 
spake openly to the world: 
I ever taught in the synagogue, 
and in the temple, whither the 
Jews always resort: and in 
secret have I said nothing. 
Why askest thou me ? ask them 
which heard me, what I have 
said unto them: behold, they 
know what I said. C. And 
~when he had thus spoken, one 
-of the officers which stood by 
struck Jesus with the palm of 
his hand, saying : S. Answerest 
thou the high priest so? C. 
Jesus answered him: >& If I 
have spoken evil, bear witness 
of the evil: but if well, why 
smitest thou me?. C. Now 
Annas had sent him bound unto 
Caiaphas the high priest. And 
Simon Peter stood and warmed 
himself. They said therefore 
unto him: S. Art not thou 
also one of his disciples? C. 
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He denied it, and said: S. I 
am not. C. One of the servants 
of the high priest, being his 
kinsman whose ear Peter cut 
off, saith: JS. Did not I see 
thee in the garden with him ? 
C. Peter then denied again: 
and immediately the cock 
crew. Then led they Jesus from 
Caiaphas unto the hall of 
judgment. And it was early: 
and they themselves went not 
into the judgment hall, lest 
they should be defiled, but 
that they might eat the pass- 
over. Pilate then went out 
unto them, and said: S, What 
accusation bring ye against 
this man? C. They answered 
and said unto him: JS. If 
he were not a malefactor, we 
would not have delivered him 
up unto thee. C. Then said 
Pilate unto them: S. Take 
ye him, and judge him accord- 
ing to your law. C. The Jews 
therefore said unto him: S. It 
is not lawful for us to put any 
man to death. C. That the 
saying of Jesus might be 
fulfilled, which he spake, signi- 
fying what death he should die. 
Then Pilate entered into the 
judgment hall again, and called 
Jesus, and said unto him: S. 
Art thou the King of the Jews ? 
C. Jesus answered him: >] 
Sayest thou this thing of thy- 
self, or did others tell it thee 
of me? C. Pilate answered : 
S. Amia Jew? Thine own 
nation and the chief priests 
have delivered thee unto me: 
what hast thou done? C. 
Jesus answered: »h& My king- 
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And Pilate saith unto them: 


dom is not of this world. 
my kingdom were of this 
world, then would my servants 
fight, that I should not be 
delivered to the Jews: but 
now is my kingdom not from 
hence. C. Pilate therefore said 
unto him: S, Art thou a King 
then? C. Jesus answered: 
»Thou sayest that Iam a King. 
To this end was I born, and 
for this cause came I into the 
world, that I should bear 
witness unto the truth: every 
one that is of the truth heareth 
my voice. C. Pilate saith 
unto him: 5S, What is truth ? 
C. And when he had said this, 
he went out again unto the 
Jews, and saith unto them: 
S. I find in him no fault at all. 
But ye have a custom, that I 
ehould telease unto you one 
‘at the Passover: will ye there- 
fore that I release unto you the 
King of the Jews? C. Then 
cried they all again, saying: 
S. Not this man, but Bara’ bas. 
C. Now Barabbas was a robber. 
(xix. 1.) Pilate therefore 
took Jesus, and scourged him. 
And the soldiers platted a 
crown of thorns, and put it 
on his head: and they put 
on him a purple robe. And 
said: S. Hail, King of the 
Jews. C, And they smote him 
with their hands. Pilate there- 
fore went forth again, and 
saith unto them: JS. Behold, 
I bring him forth to you, that 
ye may know that I find no 
fault in him. Then came 
Jesus forth, wearing the crown 
of thorns, and the purple robe, 


S. Behold the man. C. When 
the chief priests therefore and 
officers saw him, they cried out, 
saying: S. Crucify him, crucify 
him. C. Pilate saith unto them : 
S. Take ye him, and crucify 
him: for I find no fault in 
him. C. The Jews answered 
him: S. We have a law, and 
by our law he ought to die, 
because he made himself the 
Son of God. C. When Pilate 
therefore heard that saying, 
he was the more afraid. And 
went again into the judgment 
hall: and saith unto Jesus: 
S, Whence art thou? C. But 
Jesus gave him no answer. 
Then saith Pilate unto him: 
S. Speakest thou not unto me ? 
knowest thou not that I have 
power to crucify thee, and have 
power to release thee? C. 
Jesus answered: >] Thou 
couldest have no power at 
all against me, except it were 
given thee from above. There- 
fore he that delivered me unto 
thee hath the greater sin. C. 
And from thenceforth Pilate 
sought to release him. But 
the Jews cried out, saying: JS. 
If thou let this man go, thou 
art not Czxsar’s friend. Who- 
soever maketh himself a kin, 

speaketh against Cesar. di 
When Pilate therefore heard 
that saying, he brought Jesus 
forth, and sat down in the 
judgment-seat, in a place that 
is called the Pavement, but in 
the Hebrew, Gabbatha. And 
it was the Preparation of the 
Passover, and about the sixth 
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Jews: S. Behold your King. 
C. But they cried out : S. Away 
with him, away with him, 
crucify him. C. Pilate saith 
unto them: S. Shall I crucify 
your King? C. The chief 
priests answered: S. We have 
no king but Cesar. C. Then 
delivered he him therefore unto 
them to be crucified. And they 
took Jesus, and led him away. 
And he, bearing his Cross, 
went forth into a place called 
the place of a skull, which is 
called in the Hebrew, Golgotha: 
where they crucified him, and 
two other with him, on either 
side one, and Jesus in the midst. 
And Pilate wrote a title: and 
put it on the cross. And the 
writing was: Jesus of Nazareth 
the King of the Jews. This 
title then read many of the 
Jews, for the place where 
Jesus was crucified was nigh 
to the city. And it was written 
in Hebrew, and Greek, and 
Latin. Then said the chief 
ptiests of the Jews to Pilate : 
S. Write not, The King of the 
Jews, but that he said: I am 
the King of the Jews. C. 
Pilate answered: S. What I 
have written, I have written. 
C. Then the soldiers, when they 
had crucified Jesus, took his 
garments, and made four parts : 
to every soldier a part, and 
also his coat. Now the coat 
was without seam, woven from 
the top throughout. They 
said therefore among them- 
selves: S. Let us not rend 
it, but cast lots for it, whose 
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it shall be. C. That the 
Scripture might be fulfilled 
which saith: They patted my 
taiment among them: and 
for my vestute they did cast 
lots. These things therefore 
the soldiers did. Now there 
stood by the Cross of Jesus, 
his Mother, and his Mothet’s 
sister, Mary the wife of 
Cleophas, and Mary Magdalene. 
When Jesus therefore saw his 
Mother, and the disciple stand- 
ing by, whom he loved, he 
saith unto his Mother: >} 
Woman, behold thy son. C. 
Then saith he to the disciple : 
*& Behold thy mother. C. And 
from that hour that disciple 
took her unto his own home. 
After this, Jesus, knowing 
that all things were now 
accomplished, that the Scrip- 
ture might be fulfilled, saith: 
I thirst. C. Now there 
was set a vessel full of vinegar. 
And they filled a spunge with 
vinegar, and put it upon 
hyssop, and put it to his mouth. 
When Jesus therefore had 
received the vinegar, he said: 
> It is finished. C. And he 
bowed his head, and gave up 
the ghost. (Here genuflect, and 
pause awhile) ‘The Jews there- 
fore, because it was the 
Preparation, that the bodies 
should not remain upon the 
cross on the sabbath-day, (for 
that sabbath-day was an high- 
day,) besought Pilate that their 
legs might be broken, and that 
they might be taken away. 
Then came the soldiers: and 
brake the legs of the first, and 
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of the other which was cruci- 
fied with him. But when they 
came to Jesus, and saw that 
he was dead already, they 
brake not his legs, but one of 
the soldiers with a spear 
pierced his side, and forthwith 
came there out blood and 
water. And he that saw it 
bare record: and his record 
is true. And he knoweth that 
he saith true: that ye might 
believe. For these things were 
done that the Scripture should 
be fulfilled: A bone of him 
shall not be broken. And 
again, another Scripture saith : 
They shall look on him whom 
they pierced. 

§ What follows is read in the 
tone of the Gospel: and Cleanse 
my heart 7s said, but a blessing 
is not asked, nor are lights and 
incense used, and the Celebrant 
does not kiss the book at the end. 


snares after this Joseph of 
Arimathea, being a dis- 
ciple of Jesus, but secretly for 
fear of the Jews, besought 
Pilate that he might take away 
the body of Jesus. And Pilate 
gave him leave. He came 
therefore, and took the body 
of Jesus. And there came also 
Nicodemus, which at the first 
came to Jesus by night, and 
brought a mixture of myrrh 
and aloes, about an hundred 
pound weight. Then took they 
the body of Jesus, and wound 
it in linen clothes with the 
spices, as the manner of the 
Jews is to bury. Now in the 
place where he was crucified 
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there was a gatden; and in 
the garden a new sepulchre, 
wherein was never man yet 
laid. There laid they Jesus 
therefore because of the Jews’ 
Preparation day, for the 
sepulchre was nigh at hand. 


§ Then the Priest, standing at the 
Epistle side of the Altar, begins 
at once with joined hands :

§ Then the Priest alone carries the 
Cross to the place prepared before 
the Altar, and kneeling there he 
puts it down: then laying aside 
his shoes, he proceeds to worship 
the Cross, kneeling thrice before 
he kisses it. This done, he 
returns, and puts on his shoes 
and the Chasuble. Afterwards 
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the Ministers of the Altar, then 
the other Clerics and laics, two 
and two, kneeling thrice, as has 
been said, worship the Cross. 
Meantime, while the adoration of 
the Cross is proceeding, the 
Reproaches are sung, together with 
the other things that follow, either 
all or in part, accordiyg as the 
many or few that» worship the 
Cross require: which also the 
Priest sitting at the bench reads 
with the Ministers, as below:

He endured the 
nails, the spitting, vinegar, and 
spear, and reed; from that 
holy body broken blood and 
water forth proceed: earth, 
and stars, and sky, and ocean 
by that flood from stain are 
freed.

§ Towards the end of the adora- 
tion of the Cross candles are 
lighted upon the Altar: and the 
Deacon, receiving the Burse with 
the Corporal, spreads the Corpora! 
in the usual way, and puts a 
Purificator by it; and when the 
adoration is over, reverently re- 
ceives the Cross and carries it back 
to the Altar. Then a Procession 
is formed to the place where on the 
previous day the Sacrament had 
been laid. A Subdeacon goes first 
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with the Cross between two Aco- 
lytes bearing candlesticks with 
lighted candles, and then the Clergy 
in order, last of all the Priest with 
the Ministers. When they arrive 
at the place of the Sacrament, 
torches are kindled, which are not 
extinguished till after #he con- 
sumption of the Sacrament. The 
Priest genuflects before the Sacra- 
ment and prays awhile: the Dea- 
con meanwhile opens the receptacle 
in which lies hidden the Body of the: 
Lord. Then the Priest, rising, puts, 
incense into two thuribles without 
blessing, the Deacon presenting the 
boat, and then kneeling he censes 
the Sacrament. The Deacon takes 
the Chalice with the Sacrament 
from the receptacle and gives it into 
the hands of the Priest, covering 
it with the ends of the Veil which 
is around his shoulders. Then they 
proceed in the order in which they 
came:- a baldachino is carried 
over the Sacrament: and two 
Acolytes with thuribles continually 
cense the Sacrament. Meanwhile 
is sung the following hymn : 


Vexilla Regis prodeunt. 
a pao royal banners forward 


20, 
The cross shines forth in mystic 
glow, 
Where Life himself our death 
endured, 
And by his death our life pro- 
cured 


While, from his deeply wounded 
side, 

Pierced with the cruel lance, a

§ When the Priest arrives at the 
Altar, he places the Chalice upon 
it, genuflects, and again censes it, 


and going up takes the Host out of — 


the Chalice and places it upon the 
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Paten which the Deacon holds: 
and receiving the Paten from the 
hand of the Deacon, he places the 
sacred Host upon. the Corporal, 
saying nothing. If he touches the 
Sacrament, he washes his hands in 
some vessel. Meanwhile the Dea- 
con puts wine in the Chalice, and 
the Subdeacon water, which the 
Priest does not bless, nor does he 
say over it the usual Prayer: but 
receiving the Chalice from the 
Deacon, he places it upon the 
Altar, saying nothing: and the 
Deacon covers it with the Pall. 
Then he puts incense in the 
thurible without blessing it, and 
censes the Oblations, Cross, and 
Altar in the accustomed manner, 
genuflecting before and after, and 
whenever he crosses before the 
Sacrament. 


When he censes the Oblations, 
he says: 
AY this incense, which 
thou hast blessed, ascend 
unto thee, O Lord: and let 
thy mercy descend upon us. 


When he censes the Altar, he

Ft my prayer, O Lord, be 
set forth in thy sight as 
the incense : and let the lifting 
up of my hands be an evening 
sacrifice. Set a watch, O Lord, 
before my mouth, and keep 
the door of my lips : O let not 
mine heart be inclined to any 
evil thing, let me not. be 
occupied in ungodly works. 


When be gives back the thurible 
to the Deacon he says: 
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HE Lord kindle in us the 
fire of his love and the 
flame of everlasting charity. 
Amen. 

And he himself is not censed. 

Afterwards he washes his hands 
a little beyond the Altar on the 
Epistle side, saying nothing: then 
bowing in the middle of the Altar, 
with hands joined, he says : 
ban a humble spirit and with a 

contrite heart may we be 
accepted of thee, O Lord: and 
so let our sacrifice be offered 
in thy sight this day, that it 
may be pibadtiit unto thee, O 
Lord God. 

Then turning to the people at 
the Gospel corner, he says as usual: 

RAY, brethren, that my 

sacrifice and yours may be 
acceptable to God the Father 
almighty. 

And he turns back by the same 
way, not completing the circle: 
and, omitting the rest, proceeds: 

Let us pray : Commanded by

(he does not sign himself with the 
Paten) favourably grant peace 
in our days: that by the help 
of thine availing mercy we 
may ever both be free from 
sin, and safe from all distress. 
Through the same thy Son 
— Christ our Lord: Who 
iveth and reigneth with thee, 
in the unity of the Holy Ghost, 
God, throughout ages, 
world without end. ry. Amen. 


§ Then the Celebrant, having 
made a reverence down to the 
ground, places the Paten beneath 
the Sacrament, which he takes in 
his right hand and elevates so 
that it can be seen by the people : 
and immediately he divides it over 
the Chalice into three parts, the 
last of which he puts into the 
Chalice in the usual way, saying 
nothing. The Peace of the Lord 
is not said, nor O Lamb of God, 
nor is the kiss of peace given. 
Then, omitting the first two 
Prayers, he says only the following : 
| ae the partaking of thy 

Body, O Lord Jesu Christ, 
which 1, unworthy, presume 
to receive, turn not to 
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my judgment and condemna- 
tion: but of thy goodness let it 
avail unto me for protection of 
mind and of body, that I may 
receive thy healing: Who 
livest and reignest with God 
the Father in the unity of the 
Holy Ghost, God, throughout 
all ages, world without end. 
Amen. 


Then he genuflects and receives 
the Paten with the Body of Christ : 
and with the deepest humility and 


reverence Says: 


I will receive the bread of 
heaven, and call upon the name 
of the Lord. 


He beats his breast, saying 
thrice: 


Lord, I am not worthy that 
thou shouldest come under my 
toof: but speak the word 
only, and my soul shall be 
healed. 


Then he signs himself with the 
Sacrament, saying : 


The Body of our Lord Jesus 
Christ preserve my soul unto 
everlasting life. Amen. 


And he reverenitly consumes the 


Then, omitting everything which 
is wont to be said before the 
consumption of the Blood, he at 
once reverently consumes the particle 
of the Host with the wine from 
the Chalice. And having made 
the ablution of his fingers in the 
usual manner and taken the 
purification, he says, bowing in 
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the midst of the Altar, with 


hands joined : 
RANT, O Lord, that what 
we have taken with our 
mouths we may receive with a 
pure heart: and from a 
temporal gift may it become 
to us an everlasting remedy. 
May thy Body és not said, nor 
the Postcommunion, nor Let this 
my bounden duty, sor is the 
blessing given: but having made a 
reverence to the Altar, the Priest 
retires with the Ministers. 
Vespers are said without singing : 
and the Altar is stripped.

Grant, O Lord, that as we

At a suitable time the Altars 
are covered with linen cloths, but 
the candles remain unlit until the 
beginning of Mass. Meanwhile fire 
is struck from a flint outside the 
church, and from it coals are 
kindled. After None has been 
said in Choir, the Priest, vested in 
Amice, Alb, Girdle, Stole, and 
violet Cope, or without a Chasuble, 
standing with the Ministers, with 
the Cross, holy water, and incense, 
before the door of the Church, if it 
can conveniently be done, or in the 
entry of the church itself, blesses 
the new fire, saying:

He then blesses the five grains 
of incense, to be placed in the 
Candle. saying at once this Collect : 
W= beseech Thee, almighty 

God, that the abundance 
of thy bles*hsing may come 
down upon this incense; and 
as thou, thyself unseen, art 
the regenerator of all things, 
so kindle the brightness of 
this night; that not only 
mav our sactifice, which is 
offered on this night, shine 
with the secret mingling of thy 
light; but that in all places 
wheresoever aught shall be 
carried from this mystery here 
sanctified, the wickedness of 
the crafts of the devil may be 
driven forth, and the power 
of thy majesty ever be present. 
Through Christ, our Lord. 
Ry. Amen. 


§ Whilst be blesses the grains 
of incense, an Acolyte takes some 
of the blessed coals, and sets them 
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in the thurible: and the Priest, 
when he has finished the last 
Prayer, pts inrense from the 
boat into the thurible, giving the 
usual blessing. Then he sprinkles 
the aforesaid grains of incense and 
the fire with holy water, saying: 
Thou shalt purge me, O Lord, 
without note and without the Psalm, 
and censes them thrice. 


Meanwhile all the lights in the 
church are extinguished, to be 
relighted later from the blessed fire. 


Then the Deacon, vested in a 
white Dalmatic, takes the reed 
upon the top of which are three 
candles in the shape of a triangle. 
The Thurifer goes first with an 
Acolyte bearing the five grains 
of incense: the Subdeacon follows 
with the Gross, the Clergy in their 
order: then the Deacon with the 
reed, after him the Celebrant. 


When the Deacon enters the 
church, he lowers the reed, and an 
Acolyte, carrying a candle which 
has been lighted from the new 
fire, lights one of the three candles 
placed upon it, and the Deacon, 
elevating the reed, genuflects, as do 
all others with him except the 
Suhdeacon bearing the Cross, and 
sings alone: The Light of 
Christ. 

Ry. Thanks be to God. 

And proceeding to the middle 
of the church, another candle is 
lighted: and having again genu- 
flected, he sings in a higher tone : 
The Light of Christ. 

Ry. Thanks be to God. 

For the third time he proceeds 
before the Altar, where the third 
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candle is lighted: and again, 
having genuflected as before, he 
sings still higher: The Light of 
Christ. 

ky. ‘Thanks be to God. 

The Celebrant then ascends 
to the Epistle corner of the Altar, 
and the Deacon, handing the reed 
with the triple candle to an 
Acolyte, receives the book, and 
asks a blessing from the Celebrant 
as at the Gospel, the Priest 
Saying : 

The Lord be in thy heart, 
and on thy lips: that thou 
mayest worthily and fitly pro- 
claim his paschal praise: In 
the name of the Father, and 
of the Son, >] and of the Holy 
Ghost. Amen. 

The Deacon then goes to the 
desk and placing the book upon it, 
censes it. On the right hand of the 
Deacon stand the Subdeacon with 
the Cross, and the Thurifer: on 
his left an Acolyte holding the 
reed, and another the five grains 
of blessed incense to be fixed into 
the Candle. Then, all rising and 
standing, as at the Gospel, the 
Deacon sings : 


No let the Angelic host 
of heaven rejoice: let the 
divine mysteries rejoice: and 
for the victory of the mighty 
King let the trumpet of salva- 
tion sound forth. Let the 
earth also be glad, illumined by 
the rays of this great brightness: 
and enlightened by the splen- 
dour of the eternal King, let 
her know that she hath put 
away the darkness of the whole 
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world. Let our mother the. 


Church also reioice, adorned 
with the brightness of so great 
a light: and let this temple 
resound with the triumphant 
voices of the peoples. Where- 
fore, dearly beloved brethren, 
who are hete present in the 
wondrous cleatness of this holy 
light, join with me, I beseech 
you, in calling upon the mercy 
of almighty God. That he who 
hath been pleased, for no merit of 
mine, to admit me into the 
number of his Levites: may 
pour on me the brightness of 
his light, and make me meet to 
proclaim the praises of this 
Candle. ‘Through Jesus Christ 
his Son our Lord: Who liveth 
and reigneth with him in the 
unity of the Holy Ghost, God.

It is very meet and right 
that we should, with the whole 
affection of our heart and mind, 
and with the service ofourlips, 
give praise unto the invisible 
God, the Father almighty, and 
unto his only begotten Son, 
Jesus Christ our Lord. Who 
paid for us to the eternal Father 
the debt of Adam’s trans- 
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gression: and with his dear 
blood wiped away the reproach 
of our former offences. For 
this is the paschal feast wherein 
the very Lamb is slain, by 
whose blood the door-posts of 
the faithful are made holy. 
This is the night, wherein of 
old thou didst lead forth our 
fathers, the children of Israel, 
out of Egypt, and didst make 
them to pass as on dry land 
through the Red Sea. Yea, 
this is the night, that with the 
brightness of the pillar hath 
purged away the darkness of 
iniquity. This is the night, 
which throughout the whole 
world today doth separate them 
that believe in Christ from the 
wickedness of the age and from 
the darkness of transgressions, 
reneweth them unto grace, re- 
storeth them to holiness. ‘This 
is the night wherein, breaking 
the chains of death, Christ as- 
cendeth from hell in triumph. 
For nought indeed had it pro- 
fited us to be born, if it had 
not profited us to be redeemed. 
O how wonderful the condes- 
cension of thy loving kindness ! 
O how inestimable the good- 
ness of thy love: who to re- 
deem a slave didst deliver up 
thy Son! O truly necessary sin 
of Adam, which by the death 
of Christ was done away! O 
happy fault, which was counted 
worthy to have such and so 
great a Redeemer! O night 
truly blessed, which alone was 
worthy to know the time and 
the hour wherein Christ rose 
again from hell!

night whereof it is written: 
And the night is as clear as the 
day: And, then shall my night 
be turned into day. The sancti- 
fying power therefore of this 
night putteth to flight the deeds 
of wickedness, washeth away 
sins: restoreth innocence to 
the fallen, and joy to them that 
mourn: casteth out enmities, 
prepareth concord, and boweth 
down principalities. 


Here the Deacon fixes the five 
grains of incense in the Candle, 
placing them in the form of a cross, 
in this order :

Therefore in this night of 
grace accept, O holy Father, 
the evening sacrifice of this 
incense: which, by the hands 
of thy ministers, holy Church 
doth lay before thee, in the 
solemn offering of this Candle, 
made from the work of bees. 
But we already know the ex- 
cellency of this pillar, which 
for the honour of God the 
sparkling fire doth kindle, 


Here the Deacon lights the 
Candle with one of the three candles 
set on the reed. 


Which, though it be divided 
into parts, suffereth not loss by 
the borrowing of its light. For 
it is fed by melting wax, which 
the bee the mother hath 
wrought into the substance of 
this precious candle. 


Here the lamps are lighted. 
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O night truly blessed, which 
did spoil the Egyptians, and 
made rich the Hebrews! O 
night wherein heavenly things 
ate joined unto earthly, things 
human unto things divine. We 
therefore pray thee, O Lord: 
that this Candle, consecrated to 
the honour of thy name, may 
continue without ceasing to 
vanquish the darkness of this 
night. That, being accepted 
for a savour of sweetness, it 
may be mingled with the lights 
of heaven. May the morning 
star find it burning. That morn- 
ing star, I say, which know- 
eth not his going down. That 
star, which, rising again from 
hell, steadfastly giveth light to 
all mankind, We therefore pray 
thee, O Lord : that thou would- 
est vouchsafe to rule, govern 
and preserve with thy con- 
tinual protection us thy ser- 
vants, the whole clergy and 
thy most faithful people: to- 
gether with our most blessed 
Father N. and our Bishop N., 
granting us peaceful times in 
this our paschal joy. Through 
the same Jesus Christ thy Son 
our Lord: Wholivethandreign- 
eth with thee in the unity of the 
Holy Ghost God : throughout 
all ages, world without end. 
Rk. Amen. 


G§ The blessing of the Candle 
ended, the Deacon lays aside bis 
white vestments, and puts on 
violet, and goes to the Celebrant : 
who, laying aside his Cope, puts 
on a Maniple and violet Chasuble. 
Then the Prophecies are read 
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without title, and at the end the 
response Thanks be to God és 
not made, and the Celebrant reads 
them in a low voice at the Epistle 
corner of the Altar. 

At the end of the Prophecies 
are said the Prayers as given 
below. 

Before, or during the reading of 
the Prophecies, the Priests cate- 
chize any Catechumens about to be 
baptized, and prepare them for 
Baptism.

And God made the 
beast of the earth after his 
kind, and cattle after their kind, 
and every thing that creepeth 
upon the earth after his kind. 
And God saw that it was good, 
and God said: Let us make 
man in our image, after 
our likeness: and Jet them 
have dominion over the fish of 
the sea, and over the fowl of 
the air, and over the cattle, and 
over all the earth, and over 
every creeping thing that creep- 
eth upon the earth.

And, behold, I, even I, do 
bring a flood of waters upon 
the earth, to destroy all flesh, 
wherein is the breath of life, 
from under heaven. And every 
thing that is in the earth shall

die. But with thee will I 
establish my covenant: and 
thou shalt come into the ark, 
thou, and thy sons, and thy 
wife, and thy sons’ wives with 
thee. And of every living 
thing of all flesh, two of every 
sort shalt thou bring into the 
atk, to keep them alive with 
thee: they shall be male 
and female. Of fowls after 
their kind, and of cattle after 
their kind, of every creeping 
thing of the earth after his 
kind: two of every sort shall’ 
come unto thee, to keep them 
alive. And take thou unto thee 
of all food that is eaten, and 
thou shalt gather it to thee: 
and it shall be for food for 
thee, and for them. Thus did 
Noah, according to all that 
God commanded him, so did 
he. And Noah was six hundred 
years old when the flood of 
waters was upon the earth. The 
same day were all the fountains 
of the great deep broken up, and 
the windows of heaven were 
opened: and the rain was 
upon the earth forty days and 
forty nights. In the selfsame 
day entered Noah, and Shem, 
and Ham, and Japheth, the 
sons of Noah, and Noah’s 
wife, and the three wives of 
his sons with them, into the 
atk: they, and every beast 
after his kind, and all the cattle 
after their kind, and every 
creeping thing that creepeth 
upon the earth after his kind, 
and every fowl after his kind, 
evety bird of every sort. 
And the ark went upon the

face of the waters. And the 
waters prevailed exceedingly 
upon the earth: and all the 
high hills, that were under the 
whole heaven, were covered. 
Fifteen cubits upward did the 
waters prevail, and the moun- 
tains were covered. And all 
flesh died that moved upon the 
earth, both of fowl, and 
cattle, and of beast, and of 
every creeping thing that 
creepeth upon the earth. And 
Noah only remained alive, 
and they that were with him 
in the ark. And the waters 
ptevailed upon the earth an 
hundred and fifty days. And 
God remembered Noah, and 
every living thing, and 
the cattle that was with him in 
the ark, and God made a wind 
to pass over the earth, and 
the waters asswaged.

O Israel, 
how great is the house of God 
and how large is the place of 
his possession | Great, and hath 
none end: high, and unmea- 
surable. There were the giants 
famous from the beginning, 
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that were of so great stature, 
and so expert in war. 
did not the Lord choose, nei- 
ther gave he the way of know- 
ledge unto them: but they 
were destroyed, because they 
had no wisdom, and perished 
through their own foolishness. 
Who hath gone up into heaven, 
and taken her, and brought her 
down from the clouds?

cation of the image which 
Nebuchadnezzar the king had 
set up. Then the princes, the 
governors, and captains, the 
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judges, the treasurers, the 
counsellots, the sheriffs, and all 
the rulers of the provinces, 
were gathered together unto 
the dedication of the image that 
Nebuchadnezzar the king had 
set up. And they stood before 
the image that Nebuchadnezzar 
had set up, then an herald cried 
aloud: To you it is com- 
manded, O people, nations, and 
languages: That at what time 
ye hear the sound of the cornet, 
flute, harp, sackbut, psaltery, 
dulcimer, and all kinds of 
musick, ye fall down and wor- 
ship the golden image that 
Nebuchadnezzar the king hath 
set up. And whoso falleth not 
down and worshippeth shall 
the same hour be cast into the 
midst of a burning fiery furnace. 
Therefore at that time, when all 
the people heard the sound of 
the cornet, flute, harp, sackbut, 
psaltery, and all kinds of 
musick, all the people, the 
nations, and the languages, fell 
down and worshipped the 
golden image that Nebuchad- 
nezzar the king had set up, 
Wherefore at that time certain 
Chaldeans came neat, and 
accused the Jews, they spake 
and said to the king Nebuchad- 
nezzar: O king, live for ever: 
thou, O king, hast made a 
decree, that every man that 
shall hear the sound of the 
cornet, flute, harp, sackbut, 
psaltery, and dulcimer, and all 
kinds of musick, shall fall down 
and worship the golden image : 
and whoso falleth not down 
and worshippeth, that he should 
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be cast into the midst. of a 
burning fiery furnace. There 
ate certain Jews whom thou 
hast set over the affairs of the 
province of Babylon, Shadrach, 
Meshach,and Abed-nego : these 
men, O king, have not regarded 
thee: they serve not thy gods, 
nor worship the golden image 
which thou hast set up. Then 
Nebuchadnezzat in his rage and 
fury commanded to bring 
Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed- 
nego: then they brought these 
men before the king. Nebu- 
chadnezzar spake and said unto 
them: Is it true, O Shadrach, 
Meshach, and Abed-nego, do 
not ye serve my gods, nor 
worship the golden image 
which I have set up? Now if 
ye be ready that at what time ye 
hear the sound of the cornet, 
flute, harp, sackbut, psaltery, 
and dulcimer, and all kinds of 
musick, ye fall down and wor- 
ship the image which I have 
made, well: but if ye worship 
not, ye shall be cast the same 
hour into the midst of a burn- 
ing fiery furnace; and who is 
that God that shall deliver you 
out of my hands? Shadrach, 
Meshach, and Abed-nego, an- 
swered and said to the king: 
O Nebuchadnezzar, we are not 
careful to answer thee in this 
matter. If it be so, our God 
whom we setve is able to 
deliver us from the burning 
fiery furnace, and he will deliver 
us out of thine hand, O king. 
But if not, be it known unto 
thee, O king, that we will not 
serve thy gods, nor worship 
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the golden image which thou 
hast set up. Th-n was Nebu- 
chadnezzar full of fury, and 
the form of his visage was 
changed again t Shadrach, Me- 
shach, and Abed-nego, there- 
fore he spake, and commanded 
that they should heat the furnace 
one seven times more than it 
was wont to be heated. And 
he commanded the most mighty 
men that were in his army to 
bind Shadrach, Meshach, and 
Abed-nego, and to cast them 
into the burning fiery furnace. 
Then these men were bound 
in their coats, their hosen, and 
their hats, and their other gar- 
ments, and were cast into the 
midst of the burning fiery 
furnace: therefore because the 
king’s commandment was ur- 
gent: and the furnace exceed- 
ing hot, the flame of the fire 
slew those men that took up 
Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed- 
nego. And these three men, 
Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed- 
nego, fell down bound into 
the midst of the burning fiery 
furnace. And they walked in 
the midst of the fire, praising 
God, and blessing the Lord.

These things being finished, if the 
church has a baptismal Font, the 
Priest who is to bless the Font puts 
on a violet Cope, and preceded by 
the Cross with lights and the 
blessed Candle lighted, descends 
with the Clergy and Ministers, 
vested, to the Font: and mean- 
while the following is sung: 


Tracr. Ps, 42. Like as the 
hart desireth the water-brooks : 
so longeth my soul after thee, 
O God. ¥. My soul is athirst 
for God, yea, even for the 
living God: when shall I 
come to appear before the 
presence of God ? ¥. My tears 
have been my meat day and 
night, while they daily say unto 
me: Where is now thy God ? 


Then the Priest, before he 
enters for the blessing of the Font, 
says this Prayer near by the Font:

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Then he proceeds to the blessing 
of the Font, saying:

be unworthy to perform mys- 
teries so great: Yet thou dost 
not leave us destitute of the 
gifts of thy grace, but merci- 
fully inclinest thine ears even 
unto these our supplications. 
O God, whose Spirit, in the 
first beginnings of the world, 
moved over the waters: that 
even then the nature of water 
might conceive the virtue of 
sanctification. _O God, who 
didst wash away in the waters 
the iniquities of a sinful world, 
and didst even in the outpour- 
ing of the flood shew forth in 
a figure our regeneration : that 
by the mystery of this same 
element, there should be an end 
to sin and likewise a beginning 
of virtue.

Here the Priest divides the 
water in the form of a cross with 
his extended hand, which he 
wipes at once with a linen cloth, 
Saying :

that having received sanctifica- 
tion, and being born again a 
new creature, there may come 
forth an offspring of heaven 
from the spotless womb of this 
divine fountain: And that all, 
whether sex divide them in 
body, or age in time, may alike 
be brought forth into one child- 
hood by gtace, their mother. 
Far.hence, O Lord, at thy com- 
mand let every unclean spirit 
depart: far hence be all the 
wickedness of the craft of the 
devil. Let no power of the 
enemy here have place or 
portion: let it not ensnare and 
compass us around; let it not 
waylay us in secret: let it not 
taint us with corruption. 

He touches the water with bis 
hand. 

May this holy and undefiled 
creature be free from every 
assault of the enemy, and puri- 
fied by the departure of all 
iniquity. May it be a living 
fountain, water that doth re- 
generate, a purifying stream: 
that all who shall be washed in 
this laver of salvation may, by 
the operation of the Holy 
Ghost within them, obtain the 
grace of perfect purification. 

He makes three crosses over the 
Font, saying : 

Wherefore I bless thee, O 
creature of water, by the living 
» God, by the true > God, 
by the holy } God: by God 
who in the beginning through 
his word divided thee from the 


dry land: whose spirit moved 
upon thee. 

Here he divides the water with 
his hand, and scatters it towards 
the four quarters of the world, 
saying : 

Who made thee to flow from 
the fountain of paradise, and 
commanded thee to water the 
whole earth with thy four 
rivers. Who in the desert be- 
stowed upon thee sweetness 
when thou wast bitter, that men 
might drink, and brought thee 
forth from the rock for the 
thirsting people. 1 bless thee 
also by Jesus Christ his only 
Son, our Lord: who in Cana 
of Galilee by a wondrous mira- 
cle did change thee through his 
power into wine. Who walked 
upon thee with his feet; and 
was baptized in thee by John 
in Jordan. Who brought thee 
forth together with blood from 
his side: and commanded his 
disciples, that believing they 
should be baptized in thee, 
saying: Go ye, teach all na- 
tions, baptizing them in the 
name of the Father, and of the 
Son, and of the Holy Ghost. 


He changes his voice, and pro- 
ceeds in the tone of the Lesson: 

Do thou, almighty God, 
mercifully assist us, who keep 
these thy commandments: do 
thou graciously breathe upon 
us. 


He breathes thrice upon the 
water in the form of across, saying 
Do thou with thy mouth 
bless this element of water:

that as by nature it hath power 
to cleanse and wash the body, 
so also it may be effectual for 
the purifying of the soul. 

Here the Priest lowers the 
Candle into the water a little way: 
and resuming the tone of the Preface, 
Says: 

May the power of the Holy 
Ghost descend upon the fulness 
of this font. 

Then withdrawing the Candle 
from the water, he again dips it 
more deeply, and repeats in a 
somenhat higher voice, May the 
power. Then he again withdraws 
the Candle from the water, and the 
third time dips it to the bottom, 
rereating in a still higher voice: 
May the power, as above. 

Then breathing three times on 
the water in this form v he 
proceeds : 

And make the whole substance 
of this water to be fruitful unto 
regeneration, 

Here the Candle is taken ont of 
the water, and be proceeds : 

Here may the stains of every 
sin be blotted out: here may 
nature, created in thine image, 
be restored to the honour of 
its first estate, and cleansed 
from,all the defilement of its 
old condition: that every man 
who cometh to this sacrament 
of regeneration may be born 
again unto the new childhood 
of true innocence. 

He says that which follows in 
the reading voice : 

Through Jesus Christ thy 
Son, our Lord: Who shall 


come to judge the quick and 
the dead, and the world by fire. 
ky. Amen. 


Then some of the water that 
has been blessed is sprinkled by the 
assisting Priests over the people. 
And meantime one of the ministers 
of the church takes some of the 
water in a vessel, for sprinkling in 
houses and other places. Which 
done, the Priest who is blessing the 
Font, pours somte of the Oil of 
Catechumens into the water in the 


form of a cross, saying in an 


audible voice : 

May this font be sanctified 
and made fruitful by the Oil of 
salvation, for such as shall be 
born again therefrom, unto life 
everlasting. ky. Amen. 

Then, in the same manner, he 
pours in some of the Chrism, 
Saying ? 

May this inpouring of the 
Chrism of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, and of the Holy Ghost 
the Paraclete, be wrought in the 
name of the holy Trinity. 

ky. Amen. 


Lastly he takes both phials of 
the said holy Oil and the Chrism 
and pours in some of both together 
in the form of a cross, saying: 

May this commingling of 
the Chrism of sanctification, 
and of the Oil of unction and 
of the Water of baptism be 
likewise wrought in the name 
of the Farfther, and of the 
Shon, and of the Holy > 
Ghost. ky. Amen. 

Then he mingles the Oil itself 
with the water, and with bis hand 


(i 
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scatters it over the whole Font. If 
there be any to be baptized, he 
baptizes them in the usual manner. 

Then as the Priest and Ministers 
return to the Altar, the Litany is 
sung by two Cantors, and the 
Choir repeat it also together, as is 
directed below. 


But where there is no baptismal 
Font, when the last Prophecy with 
its Collect is ended, the Celebrant 
lays aside his Chasuble, and with 
the Ministers lies prostrate before 
the Altar: and all kneeling, the 
Litany is chanted by two Cantors 
in the midst of the Choir, and both 
sides of the Choir respond together. 

But when they come to the 
y. We sinners, the Priest and 
bis Ministers rise, and proceed 
to the sacristy, where they put on 
white vestments for the solemn 
Mass, and meanwhile the candles 
on the Altar are lighted. 

At the end of the Litany, 
Kyrie eléison is sang solemnly, 
and repeated, as is usual at Mass.

On the greater Litanies on the 
Feast of St. Mark the Evangelist, 
or, if this Feast fall on Easter 
Day, on the Tuesday following, the 
Station is at St. Peter, And on 
the lesser Litanies before Ascen- 
sion: on Rogation Monday, Sta- 
tion at St. Mary major : on Tues- 
day, Station at St. John Lateran : 
on Wednesday, Station at St. 
Peter. 


§ The following Mass is sung on 
the Greater and Lesser Rogation- 
days at the Procession, without 
Commemoration of an occurring 
Feast and without the Creed, even 
on a Sunday. The Commemoration 
is not to be omitted, however, ifa 
conventual Mass is said in Choir 
of a Double of the First or Second 
Class, which is celebrated on that 
day, or of the occurring Octave of 
Easter... But if only one Mass is 
said in the church, at the Procession 
the Mass of the Rogations is said, 
indeed, but in it a Commemoration 
is made of the office celebrated on 
that day ; unless on a Donble of 
the First Class, when the Roga- 
tions are only commemorated. 


§ On Rogation Monday, if the 
office is of the Feria, or of a day 
within a Common Octave, even if 
there be no Procession, the follow- 
ing conventual Mass is similarly 
said ; otherwise if the office shall 
be of a Double or Semidouble 
Feast, two conventual Masses are

said.4 Low Masses, however, may 
be said ad lib. of the Office of the 
Day or of the Feria. 


§ On Rogation Tuesday, if the 
office be of the Feria, the following 
Mass is similarly said without 
Gloria in excelsis, a/though 'Te 
Deum has been said at Matins. 
On a Feast, however, even a 
simple, Mass is said of it with 
Commemoration of the Rogations ; 
but if there be a Procession the 
Rubrics are to be observed. 


4 The same rule is observed as 
regards the Commemoration of the 
Rogations on the Vigil of the 
Ascension, but on it Mass is 
not said of the Rogations, except at 
the Procession, as above. 


§ On all days of the Litanies, the 
Rogations are always commemor- 
ated in all Low Masses, except 
Requiems ; and even in solemn or 
sung Masses unless a sung or 
conventual Mass of the Rogations 
be celebrated.

Simon 
answered and said: I suppose 
that he, to whom he forgave 
most. And he said unto him: 
Thou hast rightly judged. And 
he turned to the woman, and 
said unto Simon: Seest thou 
this woman? I entered into 
thine house, thou gavest me 
no water for my feet: but 
she hath washed my feet with 
tears, and wiped them with 
the hairs of her head. Thou 
gavest me no kiss: but this 
woman since the time I came 
in hath not ceased to kiss my 
feet. My head with oil thou 
didst not anoint: but this 
woman hath anointed my feet 
with ointment. Wherefore I 
say unto thee: Her sins, which 
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are many, ate forgiven, for 
she loved much. But to whom 
little is forgiven, the same 
loveth little.

Which was a figure 
for the time then present: in 
which: were offered both gifts 
and sacrifices, that could not 
make him that did the service 
perfect, as pertaining to the 
conscience, which stood only 
in meats and drinks, and divers 
washings, and carnal ordin- 
ances, imposed on them until 
the time of reformation. But 
Christ being come an high 
ptiest of good things to come, 
by a greater and more perfect 
tabernacle, not made with 
hands, that is to say, not of 
this building; neither by the 
blood of goats and calves, but 
by his own blood he entered 
in once into the Holy place, 
having obtained ‘eternal tre- 


demption.

The Masses of all Feasts contained in this Proper (except those of 
peculiar Mysteries of our Lord, or of Feasts of the Blessed Virgin 
Mary, for which no special Mass is provided, as also of Masses of 
St. Joseph, and of the Apostles SS. Peter and Paul) are also said 
as Votives. But in them, unless otherwise provided in their places, 
after the Epistle the Gradual, vith its following Verse or Tract, 
or in Eastertide the Al\cluia, with its Verses which are wanting, 
is taken from the respective Common. But for Martyrs, in Eastertide, 
is said the Mass Protexisti or Sancti tui, as the case may be, and in 
it are said the proper Prayers, Epistle, and Gospel, if any are provided. 
But in each Prayer the words this day, yearly, and such like, when the 
occur, are omitted, and the words birthday or festivity are to be 
changed into commemoration or memorial. In the same way, in- 
stead of the Introit Gaudeamus, the Introit of the respective Common 
~ is said, and outside Eastertide the Alleluia, which is added to the 


Introit, Offertory and Communion because of Eastertide, is omitted.

§ Terce being ended, the Priest 
vested in a violet Cope, or without a 
Chasuble, with the Ministers 
vested in like manner, proceeds to 
bless the Candles, which are placed 
in the midst before the Altar or at 
the Epistle corner, and he himself, 
standing in the same place facing 
the Altar, says with joined hands 
in the tone of the Collect of the 
ferial Mass:

Then the senior of the Clergy 
approaches the Altar, and from 
him the Celebrant receives a Candle 
without genuflecting or kissing bis 
hand. Then the Celebrant, standing 
in the midst before the Altar and 
turning to the people, distributes 
candles first to the senior, from 
whom he himself received; then 
to the Deacon and Subdeacon 
vested, and to the rest of 
the Clergy, one by one in order, 
lastly to the laity: all kneeling 
and kissing the Candle and the 
Celebrant’s hand, with the excep- 
tion of Prelates, if they be present. 
And when he begins to distribute 
the Candles the Choir sings : 

A light 
to lighten the Gentiles and the 
glory of thy people Israel. 

Cantic. ibid. Lord, now lettest 
thou thy servant depart in 
peace, according to thy word. 

Then is repeated the whole 
Anitiphon, A light to lighten the

after each Verse.

had seen the Lord’s Christ: 
and when they brought the 
Child into the temple, then 
took he him up in his arms, 
and blessed God, and said:

When his parents brought in 
the Child Jesus, to do for him 
according to the custom of the 
law, then took he him up in 
his arms.

The Subdeacon, be- 
tween two Acolytes with lighted 
candles, carries the cross as in 
Processions, two other Acolytes 
preceding them, one with the 
thurible and incense-boat, the other 
with the boly-water bason and 
sprinkler. The Celebrant follows, 
javing first made a reverence to the 
Altar, with the Deacon on bis 
left. The Subdeacon with the 

ross takes his stand at the feet 
of the bier or catafalque opposite 
the altar, between the aforesaid 
Acolytes holding candles, while 
the Celebrant stands on the other 
Side at the head of the place between 
the Altar and the bier, turning a 
little towards the Epistle corner, 
so that he looks towards the Sub- 
deacon’s Cross; on his left the 
Deacon, and near him the two other 
Acolytes carrying the thurible and 
holy-water bason. Then, an 
Acolyte or Clerk holding the book, 


the Celebrant says at once the 
following Collect (no change of 
number or sex being made, even if 
it is said for many persons or a 
woman): which Collect, however, 
is omitted if the body be not present.

THE ORDER OF 
HOLY COMMUNION 


Two candles having been lit 
upon the Altar; and the priest 
having washed his hands and 
vested in a surplice and stole 
of the colour of the day (violet on 
All Souls’ Day), with hands 
joined, and preceded by a Clerk or 
other minister, goes to the Altar. 


He genuflects upon the pave- 
ment, then going up to the altar 
spreads the corporal; opens the 
tabernacle ; again genuflects; takes 
out the pyr and places it upon the 
corporal, and again genuflects. The 
Minister kneeling makes the gen- 
eral Confession, saying: 

CONFESS to God al- 

mighty, to blessed Maty 
ever Virgin, to blessed Michael 
the Archangel, to blessed John 
the Baptist, to the holy Apostles 
Peter and Paul, to all the Saints, 
and to thee, Father, that I have 
sinned exceedingly in thought, 
word and deed, by my fault, 
my own fault, my own most 
grievous fault. Therefore I 
beg blessed Mary ever Virgin, 
blessed Michael the Archangel, 
blessed John the Baptist, the 
holy Apostles Peter and Paul, 
all the Saints, and thee, Father, 
to pray for me to the Lord 
our God. 

The priest genuflects again, turns 
to the people (taking care not to 
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turn his back upon the Sacrament) 
and says at the Gospel corner : 


LMIGHTY God have 
metcy upon you, for- 
give you your sins, and bring 
you to everlasting life. 
ky. Amen, 


AY the almighty and 
merciful Lord grant unto 
you pardon, absolution, > and 
temission of your sins.

Then turning to the Altar, he 
genuflects and takes the pyx with 
his left hand; and holding the 
Sacrament with his thumb and 
Sorefinger, elevates it above the 
pyx. He then turns himself to- 
wards the people in the midst of 
the Altar, and says in a clear 
voice : 

Behold the Lamb of God, 
behold him who taketh away 
the sins of the world. 


And then these words, repeating 
them thrice : 

Lord, I am not worthy, that 
thou shouldest come under my 
roof, but speak the word only, 
and my soul shall be healed. 


Afterwards the priest proceeds 
10 communicate the people, begin- 
ning at the Epistle side of the 

far ; but if there be other priests 
or clerics to be communicated, he 
shall begin with them, and they shall 
kneel on the Altar step. Priests 
and deacons in receiving holy Com- 
munion wear a stole. 


The priest in delivering the 
Sacrament to anyone, makes the

pyx and says :

When all have communicated, 
the priest returns to the Altar, 
and says ;

Before he puts back the Sacra- 
ment, the priest cleanses bis 
Jingers in a vessel of water pre- 
pared for that purpose, and wipes 
them on a purificator: and the 
mater of the ablution is cast into 
the piscina at a convenient time. 
He then replaces the pyx in the 
tabernacle, genuflects again, and 
locks the door of the tabernacle. 


Then raising his eyes to heaven, 
extending, elevating, and re- 
Joining bis hands, and boning his 
head to the Cross, he says : 
"THE blessing of God al- 

mighty, and turning himself 
to the people, and blessing them 
once only, he continues: the Father, 
the Seon, and the Holy Ghost, 
descend upon you, and remain 
with you alway. k. Amen. 


Tf, in case of necessity, a deacon 
gives holy Communion, the fore- 
going rite is observed, but the 
deacon shall not give the blessing. 
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If a bishop administers Holy 
Communion he uses the above rite, 
but gives the blessing in the 
episcopal form and manner.

THE SICK. 


In the sick room, the following 
shall be prepared beforehand : 

1. A table covered nith a fair 
linen cloth, having upon it a 
poe between two blessed can- - 
dles. 


2. A glass half full of drinking 
water, with a purificator for the 
ablution of the priest’s fingers. 


3. A houseling cloth, unless a 
communion paten is to be used. 


4. A vessel of holy water and 
sprinkler, unless the priest bring 
them with him. 


The priest who carries the holy 
Sacrament should be vested in 
surplice, white stole, and humeral 
veil, and should be accompanied by 
a clerk or some other pious person 
bearing a light and a bell. But 
if this is not possible, he will 
carry the Sacrament in a pyx at 
his breast, wearing a cloak or other 
coai. 

Upon the way to the house the 
priest will recite Psalm 51, and 
other Psalms and Canticles. 

On entering the sick man’s 
room the priest says: 

y. Peace be to this house. 

Rk. And to all that dwell 
in it. 

Placing the Sacrament upon 
the table, on a corporal, he genu- 
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flects and worships. And all 
present shall likewise kneel and 
adore. 

The humeral veil is then laid 
aside. If the priest is not already 
vested, he puts on a surplice and 
white stole. 

Next he takes holy water and 
sprinkles the sick person and the 
room wherein he lieth, saying :

But the 
Sick man ought to have confessed 
previously, unless the circumstances 
have prevented him from doing so. 


Then the general confession is 
made by the sick person, or in his 
name by another:

COMMUNION OF THE SICK 


After which the Priest genu- 
fects, takes the Sacrament from 
the vessel, and raising it, shews it 
to the sick person, saying: 

Behold the Lamb of God, 
behold him who taketh away 
the sins of the world. 

And in the accustomed manner 
says three times: 

Lord, I am not worthy that 
thou shouldest come under my 
roof, but speak the word only 
and my soul shall be healed. 

And the sick person shall say 
the same words together nith the 
priest, once at the least, in a low 
voice. 

Then the priest gives the 
Excharist to the sick person (if 
by way of Viaticum mith these 
words) : 

Receive, brother (or sister) 
the Viaticum of the Body of 
our Lord Jesus Christ, and 
may he preserve thee from 
the malicious enemy, and bring 
thee to everlasting life. Amen. 

Tf not by way of Viaticum then 
nith these words: 

The Body of our Lord Jesus 
Christ preserve thy soul unto 
everlasting life. Amen. 

The priest, washes his fingers 
and afterwards proceeds :

we faithfully beseech thee that 
the most sacred Body of our

Then, in silence, the blessing is 
given by making, with the pyx or 
ciborium, the sign of the cross ; 
but if the pyx or ciborium be now 
empty, the blessing is given ver- 
bally, as usual. 


The blessing of God al- 
mighty, the Father, the y& Son, 
and the Holy Ghost, descend 
upon thee, and remain with 
thee alway.

In the former case the priest 
shall return to the church with the 
Sacrament in the same manner as 
he came to the house, but upon the 
way instead of Penitential Psalms, 
he shall repeat Psalm 148 and 
other Psalms and Hymns.

Those sick persons who have 
been confined to their beds for one 
month, and who have no substan- 
tial grounds for expecting a speedy 
recovery may, if this is in accord 
with the prudent advice of their 
confessor, receive Holy Com- 
munion once or twice a week 
without strictly fasting, that is, 
after having taken a small quan- 
tity of liquid nourishment, or 
(even solid) medicine. 


The ablution of the priest's

be able to take it, or else it may
